Waiting for Miss Jones 


They came, they saw it, they didn't 


get busted, and some even liked it...

They bailed from all over the north- 


west suburbs and gathered for a common 
purpose: "The Devil In Miss Jones" re- 
turned to the Elk Grove Cinema after 
being booted out last'month. This time 
she was here to stay and they were there 
to see her. 


The lines were short and most of the 


talk was a general wondering if village 
police were going to shut the theater 
down. "Miss Jones," however, made it 
through the weekend while village offi- 
cials prepared a report to take to Circuit 
Court alleging the X-rated film violated 
the Elk Grove anti-obscenity ordinance. 


The village won the first battle against 


the movie Friday when a Federal court 
judge upheld the local obscenity ordi- 
nance and refused to grant an order to 
keep the theater open, regardless of vil- 
lage action. 


But the legalities surrounding the film 


were secondary in the minds of the mov- 
ie-goers. 


A GROUP OF young women, giggled 


nervously at the theater 
manager's 


request for positive age identification. A 
sign on the box office left no doubt what 
the people were about to see: "This mov- 
ie shows explicit scenes- of nudity and 
sexual intercourse. If such nude scenes 


or scenes showing explicit sexual inter- 
course offend you, do not see this mov- 
ie." 


A well-dressed Arlington Heights 


couple came to see "Miss Jones." The 
man said, "I was very critical of Elk 
Grove Village officials' archaic attitude 
in prohibiting this showing. My wife and 
I are here to make a statement, I guess. 


"I'm glad the theater owner decided to 


defy them," he continued. "Anyone 
that's offended by this type of film is 
staying home tonight. So if village offi- 
cials close this theater down to protect 
people from themselves, they are hypo-

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Only open sivimming would be ended 
Lack of attendance may lead 
to Neptune's Pool closing

Neptune's Pool, 900 S. Elmhurst Rd., 


may soon be closed to the public if at- 
tendance at the indoor facility does not 
increase substantially 


"Unless pool attendance increases, the 


board is seriously considering closing the 
pool 
because 
of 
loss 
of excessive 


amounts of revenue," said Wheeling 
Park District, Comr. Gene Sackett. 


"We're very unhappy to even consider 


closing the pool, but when circumstances 
arise and It becomes necessary, drastic 
action must be taken," said Park Board 
Pres. Bob Ross. 


In closing the pool, Ross said the park 


district would merely eliminate the open 
swimming periods that are scheduled for 
18 hours every week. Swim programs 
conducted by the park district and 
Wheeling High School would be unaf- 
fected by the closing. 


PARK SUPT. Dave Phillips said it is 


costing the park district about $12 an 
hour to operate the indoor pool. He said 
this accounts for a yearly deficit of about 
$9,000, Only 583 people used the open 
swim periods during the month of 
January, bringing in a total of $160.25, 
including equipment sales and locker 
fees, 


"The open swims have been a problem 


because of the lack of nightly attend- 
ance," Phillips said. "With a limited 
number of people attending, the board 
questions the value of the number of 
hours with the lack of response." 


The $659,000 pool was built with refer- 


endum funds approved by voters in June 
1969. It operates under a joint-use agree- 
ment with High School Dist. 214, which 
uses the pool for Wheeling High School 
classes and activities. Open swims have 
been part of the pool operations since 
Neptune's Pool opened in November. 
1970. 


"The people voted to' build the pool. 


Now the people have to support it," Ross 
said. ''Otherwise we're considering clos- 
ing it down We're praying we don't have 
to do it." 


ALTHOUGH POOL attendance 
has 


been poor for some time, the park board 
voted to consider closing the pool be- 
cause of increased operating expenses 


"Everything has been and will be in- 


creasing," Ross said. "We have to get 
people in there. We really need to triple 
the number of yearly passes." 


Phillips attributed the Increased oper- 


ating expenses to the rising cost of utili- 
ties and to higher salaries. He said he 
anticipates a continuing price hike in 
both areas. 


The park superintendent, however, 


said the park district is not looking for a 
way to decrease these expenses. "We're 
not looking so much for a decreased cost 
per hour but an increased revenue," he 
said 


Phillips said the only way to achieve 


an increased revenue is to attract more 
swimmers to the pool. 


6 Prospect Hts. residents 
seek Wheeling annexation 


Six property owners in unincorporated 


Prospect Heights have potitoned for an- 
nexation to the Village of Wheeling so 
their property will not be included In the 
proposed City of Prospect Heights. 


The annexations are scheduled for dis- 


cussion at tonight's Wheeling Village 
Board meeting, which starts at 8 p.m. in 
the village hall, 255 W. Dundee Rd. 


The petitioners, all living south of 


Hlntz Road and west of Schoenbeck 
Road, had objected in Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court to the inclusion of their prop- 


erties in the proposed Prospect Heights 
boundaries. Subsequent to their objec- 
tions, however, the incorporation-spon- 
soring Prospect Heights Improvement 
Assn. withdrew its petition. 


A new petition, with changed bound- 


aries but still including the six subject 
properties, was submitted to the court on 
Feb. 8 and a hearing on it is set for 
March 13. 


The property owners' requests for an- 


nexation was received by the Village of

Yearly pool 
pass cost 
to be cut 


In an effort to attract more residents 


to the indoor Neptune's Pool, the Wheel- 
ing Park District is lowering the cost of 
its annual pool pass as of May 1. 


A yearly pass for a family of five will 


cost $15, with a $1 charge for each addi- 
tional member in a family larger than 
five persons. Currently, this pass costs 
$35, 


The yearly pass will entitle residents to 


use both the indoor and the outdoor 
swimming pools. Previously, residents 
could purchase a single pass for both 
pools, or a separate pass for either one 
or the other. 


While the separate passes for the in- 


door and outdoor pools have been elimi- 
nated, the park district will now reduce 
the cost of the yearly pass according to 
the date of purchase. Since the pass will 
go on sale May 1, persons purchasing a 
family pass will pay only $20 after Sep- 
tember 15, and only $15 after Jan. 1. 


Persons more than 15 years old can 


buy an individual yearly pass for $15 in- 
stead of the curret $20 fee, This pass is 
reduced to $10 after Sept. 15 and $7.50 
after Jan. 1. 


Children under 15 years can purchase 


a yearly pass for $10, the same rate as 
the current fee. The cost of this pass is 
reduced to $7.50 after Sept. 15 and $5 af- 
ter Jan. 1. 


The price of daily swim passes will re- 


main the same, at 75 cents for adults and 
50 cents for children. 


Park Supt. Dave Phillips said the re- 


duction in pool pass prices is a matter of 
supply and demand. "You decrease your 
price and hopefully your demand goes 
up," he said.

The faithful arrive before dawn for 


their morning devotions at their 
neighbohoood gas station. 


The days of a gasoline station are 


short but packed with drama from 
beginning to end. I know because I 
was there; writer turned pump jock- 
ey for a day at Jim's Arco Service 
Station, Wilke and Campbell, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Customers may be impatient be- 


fore the station opens. But they are 
dare-devils when it's time to shut the 
pumps for the day. 


The station can pump gas for only 


two hours per day without running 
out before the month's up. Some 
driver's won't take a "No," or even 
a barricade for an answer when they 
think they are going to be shut out in 
the dry. 


Last Friday morning the pumps 


were shut at 8:30 a.m. and still they 
came — over lawn and curbs, driv- 


ing in the exits and around oil drum 
barricades Those barred from the 
communion were not to be denied. 
They will invoke the I.R.S., they 
roar. 


THEY IGNORED frantic station 


attendants' shouts and gestures. "No 
No. All sold. Go away. No more," the 
attendants yelled, and still they 
came, bouncing into the station next 
to the pumps. 


These gate-crashers were given 


less than the limit. It's after hours, 
so give them something just to get 
them out before they draw others 
into the station. 


The end of the morning was ex- 


citing but the beginning was not 
without its drama. The Friday bliz- 
zard delayed the fuel supply truck 
and the pumps were going dry one 
by one. 


Just as the last one started pump- 


ing air, the truck arrived just like 
the cavalry. Salvation in a Diamond 


Reo truck. All that had to be done 
was maneuver the cars in line so the 
truck could make its delivery. 


Allocation in and back to business. 


THE WEATHER WAS terrible and 


perhaps it took some of the edge off 
the anger some motorists develop 
while waiting in line. Of all the cars I 
served, only one driver questioned 
the $3 — 5.8 gallon limit. 


"Three dollars, huh? That's all, 


just three dollars?" 


Drivers tended to keep windows 


tightly closed against the biting 
winds. They would open them a 
crack to hand out their money and to 
get their change. 


Not many were "toppers," squeez- 


ing a gallon or two into their tanks. 
Only one driver that I served took 
less than the limit. Their eyes spoke 
of gauges tilting toward the left. 


The attendants did not have time 


for discussions with customers. No

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 
The inside story 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-in facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
$19.000 bank officials said was taken, 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $158,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said it was $15,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday to confirm the 


$158,400 figure, Dodds maintained the 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation. 


LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically Impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


Last April, a lone gunman struck the 


North Point State Bank, Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife team hit the Des 
Plaines Trust and Savings Bank in 1971 
for $1,800. 


The Des Ptainees robbers were the 


only ones taken. The husband was killed 


in a shoot-out and his wife later com- 
mitted suicide. 
' 


Local police and the F.B.I, have no 


new leads in the latest robbery. Persons 
believed to be.the gunman or his driver 
have been seen in Evanston, the Albany 
Park neighborhood on Chicago's north- 
west side, and buying groceries in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


POLICE QUESTIONING of commuters 


who pass the drive-in facility at Eastman 
and Arlington Heights Road also failed to 
produce new information. 


The masked gunman who lept from 


the bushes and forced the teller to open 
the building and safe was described as a 
black man about 35 years old. He was 
wearing dark glasses and a nylon stock- 
ing over his face. He had on a light 
brown rain coat, the teller said. 


It is believed he escaped with a driver, 


possibly a woman, in a large dark sedan 
on the Northwest Tollway. The car may 
have been either a Ford or a Buick. 


Dodds said the drive-in building was 


equipped with a camera but it was not, 
operating during the robbery.

Hearst family tension mounts

Tension mounted yesterday in San 


Francisco as Patricia Hearst's family 
continued to await word from the girl's 
kidnapers on whether they would agree 
to exchange her for a |6 million free food 
program for the needy. 


Two days after a final offer was made 


to the terrorist Symbionese Liberation 
Army (SLA), there still was no response 
from the kidnapers who dragged the 20- 
year-old granddaughter of publishing em- 
pire founder William Randolph Hearst 
from her Berkeley apartment 20 days 
ago. 


Nor did the family have any assurance 


that a further communication would 
come. The FBI said it had no new infor- 
mation to report in its investigation of 
the kidnaping. 


M e a n w h i l e the Hearst-sponsored 


"People in Need" program gathered 
food and volunteers for the second sched- 
uled day of free distribution tomorrow. 


In Atlanta yesterday, the FBI singled 


out a $300,000 oil scheme which fizzled 
three months ago as a major lead to the

Simon promises gas crisis to ease

Federal Energy chief William Simon 


said Sunday he was certain the govern- 
ment's new gasoline allocation program 
would shorten lines at service stations, 
prevent fuel rationing and allow families 
to take their summer vacations this 
year. 


Simon said the allocation Friday of an 


extra 240 million gallons of gasoline to 
hard-hit states plus a 2-cent per gallon 
increase in retail prices announced Sat- 
urday would "reduce the suffering, hard- 
ship and inconvenience being caused 
to the American people ..." 


Under the new government plan dis- 


tribution of the extra 25.13 million gallon 
federal allotment to Illinois was to begin 
Sunday, state energy chief James W. 
Cook said yesterday. 


Cook said some supphers have agreed 


to start moving the additional gasoline to 
service stations Sunday while others said 
they would handle the paperwork so de- 
liveries could begin promptly Monday. 


Cook said 20 million gallons of the al- 


lotment were earmarked for the Chicago 
area and the rest would be sent down- 
state 


This latest shipment will be considered 


part of February's allotment, regardless 
in what month it is consumed. 


Although service stations remained 


closed in many states over the weekend 
for lack of gasoline, spokesmen for inde- 
pendent retail dealers in at least seven 
states said they were satisfied 
with 


the 2-cent a gallon increase which is ef- 
fective March 1. A massive "pumpout" 
to protest the dealers' declining profits 
has been abandoned. 


Indeed, the pumpout plans across the 


nation appear to have been scuttled by 


the news of the price increase. In Wash- 
ington and Oregon, service station deal- 
ers called off their threatened pumpout 
and asked all station owners to return to 
normal operation Monday. Other dealers 
in Pennsylvania, Indiana, Maryland, Illi- 
nois and California said the same thing. 


And in Oklahoma, a spokesman for the 


state's independent gas dealers associ- 
ation said he was "overjoyed" by the au- 
thorized increase, saying his member- 
ship can at least "break even" by pump- 
ing gas. 


In related developments: 


—PUSH leader Rev. Jesse Jackson of 


Chicago will meet today with energy 
chief Simon to demand increased gaso- 
line distribution to the inner city. Jack- 
son said inner city dealers support a fed- 
eral directive that service stations may 
not favor regular customers, saying "one 
day the dealer may not sell gas because 
you are not his regular customer, the 
next day he may not sell to you because 
of your race . . ." 


Jackson went on to say his group will 


demand more gas distributed in the in- 
ner city based on community needs, a 
price rollback and a breaking up of mo- 


nopolistic oil companies. If his demands 
are not met in two weeks, Jackson said 
his organization will seek to close all sta- 
tions and bring about a work stoppage as 
a method of getting relief. 


—A Texas senator said that President 


Richard Nixon's plan to bring $16 million 
to mass transit programs is not enough 
because mass transit already is over- 
taxed by the results of the energy short- 
age. Sen. yoyd Bentsen (D-Tex.) also 
acknowledged that he is seriously consid- 
ering seeking the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination in 1976.

Egyptian Prime Minister Anwar Sadat

Link future of Moorer 
to Pentagon spy case

Concern over Pentagon spying at the 


White House has taken a turn in the past 
week that could jeopardize the future of 
the nation's top military man, Adm. 
Thomas _H. Moorer. 


Danger to Moorer involves a chain of 


events that took place in San Clemente, 
Calif., in July, 1971, when Henry Kissin- 
ger returned from Peking Statements 
that Moorer, chairman of the joint chiefs 
of staff, made to the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Committee are in direct conflict 
with statements of two other witnesses, 
both of whom were allegedly involved in 
the spy ring. 


According to Navy Yeoman Charles E. 


Redford, a former clerk on a White 
House military liaison unit, Moorer was 
given a copy of a National Security 
Council agenda at San Clemente, where 
Kissinger announced to senior officials 
his success in China, 


Redford said he was asked to obtain a 


copy of the agenda by Adm. Robert 0. 
Welander, head of the liaison unit. We- 
lander reportedly took the document 
from Redford and walked into an adjoin- 
ing room where Moorer was waiting. 


Moorer is then supposed to have of- 


fered profuse thanks for having let him, 
Moorer, know what was going to happen 
in the meeting before it began, said Red- 
ford. 


Welander said in a sworn statement 


that he selected a number of documents 
stolen by Redford aboard Kissinger's 
plane, wrote a cover memorandum and 
personally took the package to Moorer. 
He said Moorer looked at one document 
and scanned the others, implying more 
than cursory attention was paid to the 
papers. 


Moorer himself told the Senate com- 


mittee "To the best of my memory, 
based upon a very brief exposure, these 
papers dealt primarily with the military 
and political situation and discussions 
taking place during the trip — matters 
with which I was already familiar." 


Welander's statements seems to in- 


dicate Moorer could not have been that 
ignorant of what he was being shown. 


In a related development, the New 


York Times said President Nixon per- 
sonally overruled prosecution of sus- 
pects in the alleged 1971 spy ring in or- 
der to keep the affair quiet in the inter- 
ests of national security and harmony. 
Quoted in the story were "sources close 
to the (spy) inquiry." 


Redford has stirred up -a furor with 


testimony before the Senate Committee, 
chaired by Sen. John Stennis — D-Miss., 
with his disclosures of spying in the 
White House. 


Syrian and Israeli forces in the Golan 
Heights in preparation for substantive 
peace talks between the Mideast coun- 
tries in Geneva. 


But as Kissinger prepared to embark 


on his latest peace attempt, the Moslem 
leaders meeting in Lahore, Pakistan 
sounded another warning.

called for unilateral Israeli withdrawals 
and condemned the backers of Zionism 
w i t h o u t specifically mentioning the 
United States. 


The Moslem leadership called for Is-

Arab lands from the Israelis and urged 
Mideast countries to use every means, 
including military, to force the Israelis 
off Arab lands captured during the 1967 
war. 


Before leaving for official visits to In- 


dia and Bangladesh, Egyptian Premier 
Sadat said he is hopeful disengagment 
between Syrians and Israelis would be 
accomplished soon and held out the pos- 
sibility that the Arab oil embargo against 
the United States could be eased soon. 


In another Mideast development: 
—Israeli Prime Minister Golda Meir 


plans to lead the upcoming Syrian talks 
with Kissinger regardless of the fate of 
her proposed minority government in the 


ANWAR SADAT 


Israeli Knesset. Mrs. Meir is attempting 
to forge a new, although tenuous coali- 
tion in her country following the national 
elections which took away some of her 
power base in the Israeli parliament. Al- 
though the Israelis are reportedly anx- 
ious to disengge their troops from the 
Syrians, the government refuses to do so 
until an accounting of Israeli prisoners of 
war in Syria is made. 


Post Office gets 2-cents 
worth-deadline Saturday

The Post Office wants you to "mail 


early," but not for Christmas this time; 
it's because the postal rates are going up 
next Saturday and federal officials fear a 
logjam of old 8-cent letters to hit them. 


The new rates for most letters, 10-cents 


regular and 13-cents airmail, go into ef- 
fect at midnight Friday night. Post office 
spokesmen say similar increases in the 
past have caused "mini-Christmas rush- 
es" which clogged the mails as people 
tried to unload their old stamps before 
the deadline. The easiest thing to do, 


postmen say, is to keep your old 8-cent 
stamps and buy 2-cent stamps to make 
everything legal. Ten-cent stamps are 
now on sale at all post offices, since the 
Post Office originally wanted to impose 
the higher rates as early as Jan. 5. 


So, until next Saturday morning, the 


postmen will cheerfully handle letters 
with 8-cent stamps. After that date let- 
ters will be delivered,but the two-cent 
difference, will be collected from the re- 
ceiver of the mail, 'or returned to the 
sender if the extra money is not paid.

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Fact-finding Chile trip ends; death probe to reopen

Frank R. Teruggi Sr. returned to Des 


Plaines yesterday after a 10-day fact- 
finding mission to Chile, exhausted from 
an 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that the probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvadore Ailende, said while 
U.S. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggi's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during 'the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 
lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed

Caucus has 


lost sight 


of function

The Dist. 21 General Caucus decision not to support in- 


cumbents Jeremiah Crise and Jack Lane jn the April 13 
school board election clearly reveals that the group has lost 
sight of its function. 


The purpose of the nonpohtical caucus, made up of citizens 


whose sole interest is the education of children in the district, 
is to stimulate the greatest number of qualified persons to 
compete for the job of running the schools. 


In essence, the group is suppose to act as sa ort of 


screening commute for the public, checking and eval- 
uating the qualifications of school board candidates. In the 
interest of a vigorous election, the caucus should endorse as 
many persons as possible. 


The purpose of involving delegates in the caucus from all 


nonpartisan organizations in the district who want to partici- 
pate would seem to be to ensure that the many and varied 
interests of all the community are represented. 


Such a broad base should prevent the caucus from function- 


ing as a political party, choosing a candidate or candidates 
who reflect just one set of concerns. 


Caucus candidates should not bear the group's label as a 


political office-seeker does the Democrat or Republican desig- 
nation, The group's endorsement should say merely "This 
man or woman is qualified to serve on the Dist. 21 school 
board." 


The failure of the caucus to endorse Crise and Lane is a 


disappointing indication that the groug has some-how gotten 
side-tracked from its original goal. 


The caucus, according to its bylaws, could have endorsed 


not only Carol Karzen, 430 Regent Dr., Buffalo Grove, as it 
did, but also the two incumbents. 


Crise has served on the school board for the past six years 


and Lane for the past two years. With the amount of knowl- 
edge and experience about school operations acquired by the 
pair in there terms on the board, it is difficult to under- 
stand how the caucus could consider them unqualified. 


The public interviews of the incumbents did little to reveal 


what the pair has contributed to the accomplishments and/or 
failures of the school board. Perhaps their records were dis- 
cussed in the hour-long closed session prior to the voting, but 
the public was denied access to that meeting. 


The only information publicly distributed to the voting dele- 


gates were resumes of the interviews conducted by the seven- 
member screening committee. 


The disturbing question is: Did the caucus delve into the 


incumbents' records and come up with some evidence that 
the two have not fulfilled their duties on the school board or 
were they denied endorsement merely because they did not 
fit the group's nebulous idea of what constitutes a "good 
school board member?" 


If the latter is true, the caucus is no longer of value to the 


voters of Dist. 21. The group has, in effect, picked "its candi- 
date" like any political party. 


Some members of the caucus are already talking about 


making changes in the caucus bylaws to make it more ef- 
ficient when the next election rolls around. 


Hopefully, the caucus will consider making a public assess- 


ment of the performance of incubents so that there will be 
no doubt how they are judged. 


Mostly importantly, the caucus should take a good hard 


took at the reasons for its existence. Promoting the candidacy 
of any and all qualified persons in a school board election is 
admirable. Attempting to discredit incumbents for some un- 
known reason by withholding endorsement is not.

will hold a press conference today to re- 
port on general conditions they observed 
in Chile. 


Teruggi said he and other members of 


their delegation were Mowed during 
much of their stay. He visited one prison, 
but inmates there could not talk to the 
group freely because of guards and the 
fear of reprisals, Teruggi said. 


"We got little help from the U.S. Em- 


bassy there, we met once and they gave 
us the same old song and dance." Te- 
ruggi said. 


However, he indicated the American 


'officials expressed considerable embar- 
rassment when he confronted them with 
evidence that broke sharply with the offi- 
cial scenario that has been, made avail- 
able. 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U.S. Embassy Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took the government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 


his son and who said he informed the 
embassy one day after Frank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call. 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the house his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilean government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case."

What are causes, effects of pericarditis? 


I would like to know something about 


pericarditis, or which ever carditis af- 
fects the outer lining of the heart? If one 
has the outer lining removed can one ex- 
pect a complete recovery or can one ex- 
pect to be a semi-invalid for the rest of 
one's life? What is the life expectancy of 
this disease? What causes it? 


The outer surface of the heart is 


coated with a thin membrane. This same 
membrane continues to form a loose fit- 
ting outer sac. The entire membrane is 
called the pericardium (meaning around 
the heart). When it is inflamed it is 
called pericarditis. The "ids" means in- 
flammation. 


Inflammation can have many causes, 


including a viral infection and even 
chemical irritation. In many instances 
the cause of the inflammed pericardium 
is not known. It cannot be demonstrated 
to be caused by a virus or a bacteria in 
those cases. The term "idiopathic" is 
used in this case, which is a fancy medi- 
cal term for "I don't know." 


In many instances, me episode of per- 


icarditis is self-limited and is not serious. 
In these cases no surgery is needed. In 
such cases the life expectancy is good. It 
can cause chest pain and even cause con- 
fusion with a heart attack, particularly 
in individuals in the heart attack age 
group. Rarely fluid will accumulate in 
the sac, between the membrane part cov- 
ering the heart itself and the rest of the 
sac. If enough fluid collects it causes 
pressure on the heart and can interfere 
with its normal filling mechanicsm. This 
can seriously interfere with the circula- 
tion. In such rare problems the doctor

can draw off the excess fluid through a 
needle inserted into the distended sac. It 
is like draining a large blister. 


VERY RARELY the inflamed per- 


icardial sac can undergo scarring and in 
the process constrict the heart's ability 
to beat properly. This is literally adhe- 
sions of the heart. This usually occurs 
much later or with rare cases of per- 
icarditis caused by tuberculosis. In these 
instances the sac can be stripped away, 
Literally freeing the heart of adhesions. 


You can't say before the operation just 


how successful it will be. When the per- 
icardium over the heart muscle itself is 
usually inflamed, the heart muscle itself 
is usually inflamed. Part of the success 
of the operation depends upon how much 
of the heart muscle has also been dam- 
aged with the disease. If there is little or 


no damage then an excellent recovery 
can be expected. 


You can't say too much about the prog- 


nosis after surgery without knowing what 
the cause really is, tuberculosis, virus, or 
idiopathic. 


However, I would like to reassure you 


that in many instances of the disease 
there is little or no important damage to 
the heart muscle, and after surgery there 
is usually an excellent recovery with a 
good outlook for the future. This is an 
example of another operation that was 
difficult or impossible not too long ago. 
Before antibiotics, chest surgery for any 
reason was done as a last resort.

Fire device a good idea 


in the end, It's really up to each 


of us to prevent death-dealing fires 
in the home. 


Tough fire codes, which set up 


stringent requirements for single- 
family home and apartment own- 
ers, are vital, of course, in creat- 
ing the basic conditions which dis- 
courage fires from starting in the 
first place. 


But just as there are cardboard-

which starts fires — and conditions 
such as this should be outlawed — 
there are too many man-made con- 
ditions which can create fires. 


Not only do homeowners have 


the responsibility to 
eliminate 


those conditions, but now there's a 
device called a heat and smoke de- 
tector which can alert a family to a 
house fire. 


Costing $45 to $50 apiece, the de- 


vice sounds an alarm when the 
heat and smoke level in a room in- 
dicates that a serious fire is under- 
way. It's an especially valuable de- 
vice for nighttime use; too many 
fires start at night, and often 
there's inadequate warning for 
building occupants to flee to safety. 


The Arlington Heights Village 


Board's legal committee is cur- 
rently studying an ordinance which 
would make this little device man- 
datory in all new homes in Arling- 
ton Heights. Already, the village of 
Buffalo Grove has such an ordi- 
nance. Arlington Heights is also 
considering making the device 


mandatory for apartment buildings 
and condominiums. 


We think the device is a good tool 


to prevent fires — but we wonder 
whether it should be made man- 
datory in private homes. It is an 
intrusion, and it might be wise for 
Arlington Heights officials to con- 
sider a legal opinion from the 111. 
Attorney General before approving 
the ordinance. 


There is, of course, no excuse for 


failure to have such a device in an 
apartment building, for it is more 
of a public building than a single- 
family home. 


In fact, the only compelling argu- 


ment against the heat and smoke 
detectors in private homes is that 
it's an unwanted invasion of the 
state into private property. Even if 
a legal opinion rejected such usage 
by village ordinance, we believe 
anyone who doesn't voluntarily 
have such a device in their home is 
taking an unnecessary risk with 
death. But that, of course, is up to 
you — and to your family.

'Death came too close9

We pride ourselves in being civilized, 


sophisticated dwellers in a world where 
technology is all around us, but we some- 
times fail to realize we are animals who 
can still become afraid of the dark. 


Our lives are programmed by comput- 


ers, and we virtually cannot live without 
a world fueled by electricity, gasoline 
and atomic energy — energy forms view- 
ed as impossible, even laughable, one 
hundred years ago. 


Yet occasionally, as happened last 


week, our mortality becomes shockingly 
clear to us — in part, we are not that 
much farther from life and death than 
were the peasants in Europe's Dark 
Ages. 


An Arlington Heights child, a student 


at Cooper Junior High, died last week of 
something called Reye's Syndrome — a 
mysterious, non-communicable disease 
which claimed a smattering of young 
lives all over the Midwest. 


Doctors report the symptoms include 


some of those common to influenza, such 
as vomiting. The child then suffers con- 
vulsions and enters a coma. He or she 
then dies: there is no known cure, be- 
cause little is known about the source or 
cause of the disease. 


As the deaths began to mount across 


the Midwest, public concern heightened. 
In Cooper in Buffalo Grove, attendance 
dropped almost 50 per cent, as parents, 
watching for any symptom of the killer, 
kept their children home. 


This response is understandable, for 


the .symptoms of this sudden bizarre kill- 


er are close to that of the flu. Parents 
should be commended for exercising cau- 
tion, even though the chances of the dis- 
ease striking a child are very slim. 


More important, perhaps, was that last 


week we had a microscopic version1 of a 
medieval plague sweeping through the 
Northwest suburbs. As it must have been 
when medicine was primitive, we did not 
understand it and we were frightened by 
it. Could it take more than one child? 
Was its horror limited to 14-year-old Dale 
Chany? 


"Terror" is an overused word, espe-

word is proper: to describe our reaction. 
Terror it was, in reaction to a dark and 
undefined killer. 


How quickly, though, we forget what 


terror is really like. Polio was conquered 
only 20 years ago, and other childhood 
killers were not conquered all that long 
ago. Those diseases produced terror, too. 


Yet we have the sensation of a heavy 


medical-technological civilization around 
us which will shelter us from sudden 
death or terror in almost all circum- 
stances. To a degree, it does provide us 
with that shelter. 


But pills and sparking metal machines 


do not give us immortality, nor do they 
assure it for our children. Not only do 
they not assure us of a long and happy 
life against the mysteries we cannot un- 
derstand, but they are increasingly sub- 
ject to our uprooted society. The question 
is not whether the shiny metal machine 
will be present, but whether there will be 
electricity to run it in future days. 


Those who are deserting the suburban 


society, and back towards a more primi- 
tive way of life — for example, those 
moving back to the country — are much 
more aware of the "terror" of primitive 
existence. 


For us in the suburbs, those of us clus- 


tered in front of our wonderland of elec- 
tronic gadgetry, the only message from 
Reye's Syndrome is that we are mortal, 
and not too far removed from an earlier 
past. It is a past we should learn to un- 
derstand, for we can never completely 
lose it.

Leaving aside a handful of the "new" 


cities beyond the Mississippi, Chicago 
alone among the nation's great centers 
seems infused with the kind of vitality 
we need for the hard battles of the late 
20th century. 


As a prejudiced native Chicagoan. I 


will dare to say that for the many dec- 
ades I have known this place, this re- 
markable vigor, intense and highly vis- 
ible, always has been the city's pre-emi- 
nent hallmark. 


If you are moving about Chicago's still 


thriving downtown, you can catch the 
mood in just a few moments of keen 
watching. It isn't a simple matter of hur- 
ry and bustle, which you can find almost 
anywhere. People convey spirit — good 
spirit. They are doing things. You have 
no way of quickly checking, but you get 
the idea the action spells accom- 
plishment, not more motion. 


With so many of today's Americans 


born in or since World War II, there may 
not be too many people around to re- 
member those days. But the word went 
out wide among this country's millions of 
servicemen: Chicago was the most hospi- 
table great city in the land. 


Back in the mid-1930's, the celebrated 


author, Thornton Wilder, used to lecture 
a few months each year at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, though his main teaching 
job was in the East. I had a chance to 
ask him why. His answer was short and 
pointed: Chicago's vigor even in those 


depression days "refueled" him and he 
loved it. 


Its skyline, strung out along a lake- 


front facade with a broad front yard 
park, is unmatched by New York or any

It needs its share of restoration and 


new commitment to integrity. But the 
country and the world could use its vi- 
brancy, its drive to action/While other 
places seem caught in restless, pointless 
motion, with hardly a sense of being, 
Chicago is busy doing and being some- 
thing. If only we could bottle this force 
and send it to Washington.

appointed," he explained, "but he was 
gracious." 


IN MANHATTAN, the Archdiocese of 


New York recently launched a $100,000 
advertising campaign in an attempt to 
recruit candidates for the priesthood. 
From Kentucky, Jason Petosa replied in 
writing: 


"I know a priest here they could have 


for only an 8-cent stamp. He's orthodox, 
relatively hard working, and anxious to 
be of service. The only thing they might 
find unacceptable is my wife." 


Yet the Vatican has long accepted the 


wives of Catholic priests of such Eastern 
Rite bodies as the Melkites, and is en- 
gaged in a growing rapproachment with 
the Episcopalians 
(Anglicans) whose 


priests are allowed to marry. 


Some observers are theorizing that the 


obstinate insistence upon compulsory ce- 
libacy is due to economics. For it is less 
expensive to feed and house bachelors 
than couples and children (lots of them 
due to the contraceptive ban). There is 
also speculation that celibacy is a device 
whereby Curia conservatives are driving 
record numbers of liberal priests out of 
the Church. 


IF THIS IS the case, the price is heavy 


in that the loss of good priests like Skil- 
len is serious. There is also the contin- 
uing and possible increasing occasion for 
scandal, as the conservatives are drag- 
ged further into the 20th Century. 


Recently, for example, Father Eugene 


Kennedy in a serious psychological study 
cited cases of priestly dating, and even 
rarer occasions of priestly concubinage. 


This was promptly siezed upon by 


Newsweek magazine as a sort of literary 
baptism for a torrid, five-page expose of 
"thousands of U.S. Catholic priests," 
whom the titillating article described as 
caught up in a virtual national epidemic 
of ecclesiastical fornication. 


FATHER KENNEDY promptly and 


emphatically disassociated himself from 
the article, which was subsequently cited 
by the "National Catholic Register" as 
evidence that "No publication in the 
country more consistenly distorts the 
facts about things Catholic than News- 
week." 


At' the same time, the loss of even one 


good priest might be regarded as tragic 
enough to change the 12th century celiba- 
cy regulation, which apparently was nev- 
er applied in the case of the 12 Apostles.

In addition, there was an outstanding 


performance by Ty Henderson in the role 
of a grown son whose directness is also a 
factor in making Campanella pull him- 
self together. 


THE DIRECTOR of "It's Good To Be 


Alive," was former "Bonanaza" star Mi- 
chael Landon. He has a number of good 
writing and directing credits now, and 
seems to be carving out a well-rounded 
show business career. 


Campanella's accident occurred in 


1958, and yet it seems difficult to believe 
it was so long ago. The measure of his 
greatness as a sports star is that his 
name still remains fresh. 


He was marvelous as a catcher, an all- 


star among all-stars, and the feleplay in- 
cluded film clips of him in action with 
the Dodgers — hitting, running 
the 


bases, a hero to fans who appreciate tal- 
ent. 


Campanella also appeared briefly in 


the production, in an introduction and 
epilogue, and the world seems to be 
treating him well. 


The CBS-TV version of his book has a 


number of human elements that make it 
more than just a sports story. We see a 
man in various dimensions, rather than 
merely a famous athlete. Once upon a 
time sports heroes were generally por- 
trayed as one-dimensional. But times 
have changed.

Red-haired Karla Erick of Glencoe, a 


stock broker before her marriage and 
the first woman to be hired by her bro- 
kerage firm, was saying she doesn't 
"feel the hostility anymore that I did 2V4 
years ago" when discussing women's 
rights. 


Karla is vice president of the North 


Suburban chapter of the National Organi- 
zation for Women (NOW), and she was 
describing the change in attitude toward 
the women's rights movement that she 
has observed during the period of her 
work with NOW. 


"The women's movement is really 


hot." she said, pointing to unexpected 
and unprecedented coverage by the press 
of women's rights events, and to the 


"THI WOMEN'S movement is really 
hot now" — Karla Erick. 


"public outpouring" whenever NOW 
holds forums. 


"People are interested. They want to 


know..." 


Has the movement itself changed any 


over the years? 


"ANY SOCIAL movement, of course, is 


militant in the beginning to raise con- 
sciousness," Karla replied. "But once 
people are aware, militancy is no longer 
necessary. I think the women's move- 
ment is less militant today." 


At this point, Sherry Reynolds Murphy 


of Hoffman Estates, who works with the 
chapter's education program, added that 
the women's rights movement is really 
an outgrowth, of the civil rights move- 
ment, which she said laid the legal 
groundwork. 


"The civil rights movement has a race 


branch and a sex branch ..." 


"And the next category will be age," 


chimed in Maryann DuSabkm of Wil- 
mette, who handles NOW's directory ser- 
vice, which provides callers with names 
of women lawyers, doctors, etc. 


Maryann has already been actively 


seeking ways to end discrimination 
against children, and NOW as an organi- 
zation will soon begin looking at dis- 
crimination against old age, particularly 
older women. 


BUT FOR RIGHT NOW, the organiza- 


tion is most concerned with winning pas- 
sage of the Equal Rights Amendment in 
Illinois, and members are focusing their 
attention on the March primary election. 


Drawing its members from five legis- 


lative districts, the North Suburban 
chapter of NOW is working to make the 
ERA a very visible issue in the up- 
coming races. According to the chapter's 
president, Terry Tepper of Harrington, 
the group is "zeroing in on District 4," 
whose Rep. Robert F. Juckett, R-Park 
Ridge, Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights, and Sen. John J. 
Nimrod, R-Skokie, have opposed ERA. 


In addition to holding coffees and 


fund-raisers (Betty Friedan was the fea- 
tured guest at a NOW fund-raiser Feb. 
16), the group hopes to spring an ace on 
anti-ERA legislators by polling their con- 
stituents and coming up with a solid ma- 
jority in favor of ERA. 


ACCORDING TO Terry, the chapter 


will sponsor a professional poll of certain 
districts whose legislators have said they 
must vote against ERA because their 
constituents don't want it. 


"We will find out if that's true," Terry 


said, adding that they, expect the results 
to pull the rug out from under such legis- 
lators. 


Another recalcitrant legislator can ex- 


pect to have his office picketed by NOW 
in the near future, the women added. 


Meanwhile, NOW's education com- 


mittee is continuing its highly successful 
pilot project designed to help school dis- 
tricts recognize and compensate for sex- 
ist teaching materials and approaches. 


Led by Judy Keller of Arlington 


Heights, the group has reviewed the text- 
books used by District 21 and made rec- 
ommendations to the school board. Ac- 
cording to Judy, the research has been 
well received by the board and by the 
community, "I've had nothing but posi- 
tive telelphone calls." she said. 


BESIDES THE USUAL stereotyping of 


oirl-hov roles in school books, the educa- 
tion committee (which has been working 
with representatives of the American As- 
sociation of University Women and with 
parents on this project) found that emi- 
nent women throughout history have 
been totally ignored by the history and 
science textbooks. 


"It's like the world was organized and 


run entirely by men," one NOW member 
observed cynically, and the other women 
present began tossing out examples: 


"According to the history books, wom- 


en were 'given' the right to vote — no 
mention of their struggle.,. 


"Eleanor Roosevelt is either not men- 


tioned at all or only as 'wife of'... 


"Abigail Adams — never any mention 


of her influence on the times, her letters 
to John Adams urging him to 'remember 
the ladies,' but only that she hung her 
wash in the East Room of the White 
House. 


"No Susan B. Anthony, no mention of 


female Nobel Prize winners ..." 


WOMEN, HOWEVER, are neither the 


sole participants in nor beneficiaries of 
NOW's activities. Boasting a member- 
ship of men and children as well as wom- 
en, representing a broad range of socio- 
economic categories, NOW professes its 
only qualification and goal to be equality. 


"CHILDREN'S RIGHTS will be next" 
— Maryann DuSablon. 


And around that banner rally many 


different people for many different rea- 
sons. 


"Some are aggressive, others aren't.. 


. Some people join the movement to 
solve an immediate problem, like getting 
a job . . . The only way to get action was 
to align themselves with others ... It's a 
learning, sharing experience ... Supper-

live . .. A lot of women are just coming 
to this good feeling about themselves, 
losing their anxiety .. ." "Yet there are 
people who subscribe to everything the 
movement is for, but are anti the move- 
ment." 


THE WOMEN IN the room were all 


married, all mothers, none currently 
holding other jobs. 


SECRETARY OF North Suburban 
NOW is Carol Wrabl of Buffalo 
Grove. 


"My neighbors, who at first when they 


found out I belong to NOW thought we 
must be eons apart, are now discovering 
that we really do have things in common 
and they're coming to me to ask for in- 
formation, help or just to talk."

New column considers legal 


Women walk an average of 8& miles a 


day doing housework. That's what it said 
in a newspaper article I read yesterday 
morning. As soon as I finished the ar- 
ticle, I felt tired even though I hadn't yet 
had my second cup of coffee. 


At first I thought I might make a 


shortcut of the whole day and walk 
directly back to bed. Then, doubting the 
accuracy of the figure, I decided to de- 
vote my day to disproving it. 


First I measured my commonly trav- 


eled distances within the house. I deter- 
mined that it is four feet from the sink to 
the phone, two and a half feet from the 
refrigerator to the phone, five feet from 
the stove to the phone. 


FROM THE PHONE to the family 


room is about 27 feet, and the basement 
where I have been known to wash and 
iron is another IS feet, including stairs. 
The bedrooms, numbering four, are each 
about 35 feet from the phone, including 
stairs. The bathrooms are 30 feet and 20 


feet away from it. The diningroom and 
livingroom are .three feet and 18 feet re- 
spectively from the phone, and the back 
porch is a good 45 feet. I didn't know 
whether or not to count the porch be- 
cause it is so far that when I'm out there 
and the phone rings, I sometimes gamble 
that the caller will call back if I don't 
answer it. 


Now all of this adds up to only 310 feet 


(to the nearest foot). To make my daily 
quota of 8H miles, the phone would have 
to ring 144.6 times a day (presuming I 
ran all around the house each time to 
answer it). 


I pondered this and figured that the 


women who get more mileage out of 
their telephones must have bigger houses 
than I have. Yet all this time I had felt 
our house was perfectly adequate in size, 
but now I had to face the fact that it was 
obviously below average.

to 72.3!"

While we chatted, I set the din- 
ing room table, peeled potatoes, emptied 
the dishwasher and did a few other

Muslin sheet count lower 
because of coarser thread 


Birth notes 


Dear Dorothy: My basic question is 


why nusttn sheet* don't run as high in 
thread count as percale? Muslin is al- 
ways so much cheaper, especially at sale 
time — and 1 used to love the heavy 
muslin sheets before all the permanent 
press material came out. Why shouldn't 
the muslins run 180-to 200-thread count 
as the percales do? Are the muslin 
sheets inferior because of the lower 
thread count? — Olive Maiorano 


You opened up a fascinating little re- 


search project for me, Olive. First, let's 
get it clear that muslin is actually stur- 
dier and can stand harder treatment 
than the percales. The "trade" (the man- 
ufacturers, that is) use a coarser yarn 
for muslin and that is the reason for the 
thread counts you mention. Consumers 
simply got attached to percale over the 
years because they like the finer, silkier 
feel and they've been willing to pay the 
higher price tags. The result has been a 
decreasing demand for muslin and now 
there are only a few mills turning out 
muslin sheets.

Eleven area wrestlers have bagged

Winning runnerup laurels were Saxon

ton's Mike Bryan (112), Blue Demon Jay 
Check (119) and Maine West heavy- 
weight Stan Cordts at Leyden. 


Competing in championship bouts at 


Barrington tonight will be Bob Daulton of 
Buffalo Grove at 98 and Ken Smith of 
Wheeling at 167. 


These 13 are all that remain of nearly 


50 area wrestlers who qualified at dis- 
trict level a week ago. They will each be 
entered in 16-man fields at the Class AA 
s t a t e championship tournament in 
Champaign's Assembly Hall beginning 
March 1. 


Team honors at Elgin were captured 


by DeKalb. Conant and Elk Grove tied 
for sixth at that sectional with 24% 
points each. 


School winner at West Leyden was

Maine 
East wound up fourth there behind 
Ridgewood and Glenbrook South.

Falcons set school standard 


but just miss in title bid

It bad to be a night of mixed emotions 


for the Forest View Falcons. They had 
just finished off Schaumburg 82-60 in a 
display of hard-nosed, aggressive basket- 
ball for a school-record 17th seasonal 
win. 


Still coach Ted Wissen and his Falcon 


players wanted more. They wanted Elk 
Grove to upset Conant and give the Fal- 
cons the title in the Mid-Suburban 
League South division. 


As it was, Conant didn't lose and For- 


est View accepted second place in the 
division. Wissen and his crew can now 
look to the regionals to show what kind 
of class (and club) they have. 


"Our goal for tfcfe game was to get the 


17th win," Wissen said. "That's what we 
were really after." The best Forest View 
team until Friday had been the 1965-68 
unit which compiled a 16-7 record. The 
present Falcons are 17-5. 


With Mike Meyer setting up plays and 


his other four teammates playing with 
reckless abandon, the Falcons came onto 
the floor like they were playing Conant, 
not thinking about them. 


Hie visiting Saxons really never knew 


what hit them. Wissen had his starters in 
a devastating man-to-man full court 
press which prevented Schaumburg from 
getting any clean shots for the better 
part of the first seven minutes of the 
game. 


The Falcons took a 24-6 lead with Mey- 


er and Larry Monroe each getting six 
points in the early streak. 


Then the Saxons made It a game. Not 


wishing to quit, but rather play the role 
of spoilers, coach Joe Breault settled his 
squad down and Installed some tricks of 
his own — the basics of basketball, good 
passing, ball handling and shooting. 


Ron Geels, who eventually scored 18 


points came alive with three baskets dur- 
ing the second period and just about all 
of the Saxons got into the act as they 
slowly cut the. Falcon lead to a sur- 
prisingly Him margin. 


What had been a safe lead suddenly 


was a 39-33 margin which had fans on 
both sides of the gym puzzled. How could 
the Falcons blow it in a game they had 
to win was the question and Wissen had 
a few choice words in the locker room at 
half time which disspelled any chances 
of the Saxon uprising continuing. 


Still the Saxons persisted. A 10-footer 


by junior guard Geels made it 39-35 and 
a few spines were chilled on the Forest 
View side of the arena. 


The Saxons hung on and trailed just 44- 


39 before Meyer, Monroe, Mike Russo, 
Kurt Haaland and Brinkman made sure 
that was far as things were going. 


Forest View then went back to basics 


as Monroe hit two quick baskets, follow- 
ed by one each from Russo and Meyer 
and what had been a close game had 
suddenly been blown open again, this 
time to 52-39 Forest View. 


As the third quarter ended the Falcons 


were clinging to a 58-46 lead. 


With the jump ball in the fourth quar- 


ter, the Falcons went back to their physi- 
cal game. An opening layup by Brink- 
man started things off and the Falcons 
netted 22 more points before the final 
buzzer, including 12 by Haaland as the 
Saxons finally ran out of gas.

Haaland finished the game with 23 


points on 10 field goals and three free 
throws. Schaumburg's Bruce Trivellini, 
who helped bring his team back in the 
second and third quarters, had 18. Russo 
had 17 and Monroe had 14 for the 
Fal- 


cons. 


"The way it started off, I thought it 


was going to be a long night," Breault 
said. "I think the turning point was in 
the third quarter. We had a couple of 
boys who were sick this week and we 
just sort of fell apart." 


Breault conceded he was happy to still 


be in the game In the third quarter and 
said be wouldn't have changed his strate- 
gy had his club managed to get the lead. 
"I figgnred if you're that close, you keep 
going with what you have," he said. 


While the Falcons salted the game 


away on its first and fourth quarter 
streaks, the rest of the game was 
marked by mistakes and inconsistencies. 
Most of it was failure to execute simple 
plays. 


The Falcons committed 25 turnovers 


compared to just 18 for the Saxons and 
still won by 22 points. 


What saved Forest View when its pass- 


ing and defense started slipping were 
shooting percentage and rebounding. The 
Falcons hit a sizzling 60 per cent from 
the floor, many of the shots on layups 
resulting from steals, compared to 
Schaumburg's 44 per cent. The Saxons 
were outrebounded by Forest View 35-19. 
Craig Brinkman led all rebounders, snar- 
ing nine. 


Wissen admitted he wasn't worried 


even when the Saxons cut the lead to 
four. 


"No, I wasn't worried," he said. "We 


had a rough game last week (win against 
Prospect 68-56) and we've got the region- 
als coming up, it's hard to get up for 
every game." 


With its 49-43 win over Elk Grove, Co- 


nant is on top of the South division at 11- 
2 and the Falcons are second at 10-S. 
Schaumburg is tied for the cellar with 
Buffalo Grove. Both are 1-11.

The St. Viator Lions Friday night put 


aU the work that they did during the sea- 


' son to full use as they squeaked by the 


Marmion Military Academy Cadets ,55-52 
for their second consecutive victory. 


Steve Antrim, first-year head coach of 


the Lions, said after the game, that his 
charges have been improving since 
Christmas, pointing out tough battles 
that his team gave such Suburban Catho- 
lic Conference foes as St. Patrick and 
Notre Dame. 


"We're playing the best we have this 


year right now," Antrim said. 


The improvement showed «s the Lions, 


playing before the home crowd for the 
last time this season, displayed a highly 
disciplined control game to avoid the 
conference cellar in the cross-over 
match. 


Terry Keehan, 6-2 forward and captain 


of the Lions, demonstrated his usual 
brand of basketball, the brand of ball 
that gained the praise of coaches 
throughout the SCC and a berth on the 
all-conference squad during the week pri- 
or to the Marmion test. 


The wiry senior, who led the league in 


scoring with 297 points in 14 clashes for a 
21,2 points per game average, netted 21, 
including nine baskets and three free- 
throws, in his farewell performance be- 
fore the home town fans. Keehan also 
nabbed 14 rebounds to set a club season's 
high. 


Like last week against St. Francis Du- 


Sales, but unlike much of the rest of the 
season, Keehan was aided by 6-8 soph- 
omore Center Glen Girard, who scored 
nine points and grabbed seven rebounds 
before fouling out in the fourth quarter, 
and Steve Hansen and Paul Kastner with 
13 and 12 points respectively. 


At times during the contest, It ap- 


peared that the Lions would be able to 
blow the smaller Cadets off the court but 
the scrappy group from Aurora would 
never give up. 


Falling behind 4-0 in the first 1:30 of 


the game, the Lions jumped Into a lead 
at 7-5 with 4:29 remaining in the first 
stanza. The hosts built the lead up to 
eight points when Kastner connected on 
a two-pointer to end the period. 


St. Viator added to the margin in the 


second quarter powered by nine Keehan 
points to gain an ll-point advantage at 
33*22 but that gap was narrowed to six by 
the Cadets at intermission. 


In the last minute and a half, the Lions

sive shots, Bill Foreman committed a 
foul to allow the Cadets one charity on a 
one and one situation, and Cadet Tim 
Fichtel stole a ball from the yons and 
raced in for a solo to end the half.

the first two buckets in the second half. 
The Lions cold streak from the field ex- 
tended to six as neither Keehan nor Gi- 
rard could capitalize on attempts and the 
Lions again gave the ball away, once to 
allow a basket by the visitors. 


With 1:40 left in the third period, the 


Cadets regained a tie with the Lions at 
39. Hopes of the win began dimming for 
the Lions because Girard had picked up 
his fourth personal. 


Before the buzzer blew to end the third 


marker, the Lions began a slow down 
game. The hosts held the ball for 57 sec- 
onds until Hansen was called for a trav- 
eling violation. 


Foreman followed up that miscue im- 


mediately with his fourth foul which put 
the Cadets on the line for two free throw 
attempts. After they missed both, Kee- 
han took matters into his own bands and 
scored at the end of the period to put his 
teammates back in front. 


Keehan, starting the fourth period at

You and your taxes 
Check income tax deductions 
thoroughly—it could mean 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This Is the second 


of five articles providing guidelines on 
how to prepare — and perhaps save 
jnoney on — your 1973 federal Income 
tax. The guidelines come from the Com- 
merce Clearing House of Chicago, an au- 
lorlty on tax law. 


Making a thorough check for deduc- 


tible items can help many taxpayers re- 
duce their federal income tax bills. 


Deductions that an not connected with 


a trade, business or profession are di- 
vided into two classes: 


• Deductible from gross income In or- 


der to arrive at the proper figure for 
"adjusted grow income," 


• Deductible only from 
"adjusted 


gross Income" and then only if the stan- 
dard deduction or optional tax table is 
not used. 


The first dan has no effect «o the tax- 


payer's disposition of the second class, 
leaving him free to Itemize deductions on 
Schedule A, Form 1040, or to take the 
standard deduction, 


YOU CAN deduct the following Hems 


in arriving at your "adjusted gross in- 
come," which will be shown on Form 
1040: 


Capital losses limited, including non- 


business bad debts; contributions by self- 
employed persons to retirement plans; 
depreciation on income-producing prop- 
erty; entertainment expenses of employ- 
es, to the extent reimbursed 'by employ- 
er; losses on stock becoming worthless; 
moving expenses of employes; outside 
salesman's expenses; reimbursed em- 
ploye's expenses; rental or royalty prop- 
erty expenses; traveling expenses, busi- 
ness trips; travel expense for education 
that Is "directly related" to taxpayer's 
business or employment. 


THE FOLLOWING items are deduc- 


tible only if they are itemized on Sched- 
ule A, Form 1040. They may not be de- 
ducted hi arriving at "adjusted gross in- 
come." 


Alimony and separate maintenance 


payments taxed to recipient; casualty 
losses and theft losses, personal, to the 
extent each loss exceeds $100; child and 
dependent care expenses, limited; contri- 
butions to charitable organizations, limit- 
ed; cooperative housing taxes and inter- 
eat; employment agency fees for secur- 
ing employment; entertainment of cus- 
tomers, unreimbursed, if not an outside 
salesman; cost of preparing income and 
other tax returns; Interest on noobusl- 
nets mortgages or Installment pur- 
chases. 


Also, medical, dental and hospital ex- 


penses in excess of 3 per cent of adjusted 


gross income, for example: ambulance 
hire, artificial limbs and teeth, drugs and 
medical supplies to the extent they ex- 
ceed 1 per cent of adjusted gross Income, 
eyeglasses, hearing aids, special food, 
hospital, doctor and dentist bills, medical 
insurance premiums up to $150 may be 
deducted in full, nursing care, operations 
and related treatments, psychiatrist and 
psychologist fees, support or corrective 
devices, and transportation expenses 
relative to illness, including fare to doc- 
tor's office, X-rays. 


State and local taxes also deductible 


include: automobile license fees, in some 
states if considered a personal property 
tax, gasoline taxes, income taxes, per- 
sonal property taxes, real property 
taxes, pro-rated for year of sale, and 
sales taxes; uniforms and protective 
clothing; union dues. 


HERE ARE some of the Items which 


cannot be deducted regardless of the 
method used in computing the; tax. 
These, among others, are considered by 
the Internal Revenue Service as personal 
and family expenses: 
, 


Adoption fees, fines for violation of law 


or police regulations, food, attorney's 
fees, funeral expenses, nonbusiness gifts 
to individuals, automobile upkeep, ex- 
pense of pleasure car, house rent,! baby 
sitter — unless qualified as. child; care, 
Insurance on residence, child-support 
payments, life Insurance 
premiums, 


commuter's expense, domestic servant's 
wages — except as child1 or dependent 
care, dues, social club for personal use, 
employees' Insurance — other than hos- 
pttalization, amount deducted from sala- 
ry for uniforms which replace regular 
clothing. 


But, remember that many taxes you

pay are deductible. For instance, the fol- 
lowing nonbusiness state and local taxes 
are deductible when a taxpayer itemizes 
his deduction on separate Schedule A of 
Form 1040: real property taxes, personal 
property taxes, income taxes, general 
sales taxes and taxes on the sale of gaso- 
line and other motor fuels. 


Thus, the real estate taxes you paid on 


your personal residence are deductible if 
you itemize your deductions. Also a bona 
fide cooperative housing tenant can de- 
duct amounts paid, or accrued, by'him to 
the corporation as his share of the real 
estate taxes paid or incurred by the cor- 
poration on its building and land. Each 
owner of a condominium unit can deduct 
real estate taxes which he paid on his 
apartment. 


IF YOU SOLD real estate in 1973, the 


real property tax is allocated, for pur- 
poses of deduction, to the buyer and sell- 
er in proportion to the number of days in 
the real estate tax year that each held 
the property. 


Sales taxes are imposed by 45 states 


and the District of Columbia and by nu- 
merous city and county governments. 
The state rates range from 2 per cent to 
6.5 per cent for 1973. All SO states and the 
District of Columbia impose a gasoline 
tax ranging from 5 cents to 10 cents per 
gallon. The taxpayer may use flat 
amounts allowed in guidelines issued by 
the Treasury Department to deduct his 
sales tax. There are also flat amounts 
allowable for the gasoline tax deduction. 


The federal tax on gasoline and special 


fuels — benzol, naphtha and others — 
used on a farm or on gasoline for other 
nonhighway purposes is allowed as a 
credit against income tax, as is .the tax 
on lubricating oil used for any purpose 
other than a highway vehicle. The credit 


: is computed on Form 4136, and entered 
on line 63, page 2 of Form 1040. 


Some taxes, however, can't be deduc- 


ted. No nonbusiness deductions are 
allowed for taxes on cigarettes, tobacco 
and alcoholic beverages and for fees, not' 
considered a tax, for the registration or 
licensing of motor vehicles and for driv- 
ers? licenses. However, in some states, 
payments for the registration of motor 
vehicles, which can be construed as per- 
sonal property taxes, are deductible. 


Federal taxes that are not deductible 


include income, estate and gift taxes, old 
age benefit contributions by employees, 
railroad retirement tax on employees, 
the self-employment tax and excise taxes 
on personal goods.

Waiting for Miss Jones 


They came, they saw it, they didn't 


get busted, and some even liked it...

They hailed from all over the north- 


west suburbs and gathered for a common 
purpose: "The Devil In Miss Jones" re- 
turned to the Elk Grove Cinema after 
being booted out last month. This time 
she was here to stay and they were there 
to see her. 


The lines were short and most of the 


talk was a general wondering if village 
police were going to shut the theater 
down. "Miss Jones," however, made it 
through the weekend while village offi- 
cials prepared a report to take to Circuit 
Court alleging the X-rated film violated 
the Elk Grove anti-obscenity ordinance. 


The village won the first battle against 


the movie Friday when a Federal court 
judge upheld the local obscenity ordi- 
nance and refused to grant an order to 
keep the theater open, regardless of vil- 
lage action. 


But the legalities surrounding the film 


were secondary in the minds of the mov- 
ie-goers. 


A GROUP OP young women giggled 


nervously at the theater manager's 
request for positive age identification A 
sign on the box office left no doubt what 
the people were about to see: "This mov- 
ie shows explicit scenes of nudity and 
sexual intercourse. If such nude scenes 


or scenes showing explicit sexual inter- 
course offend you, do not see this mov- 
ie." 


A well-dressed Arlington Heights 


couple came to see "Miss Jones." The 
man said, "I was very critical of Elk 
Grove Village officials' archaic attitude 
in prohibiting this showing. My wife and 
I are here to make a statement, I guess. 


"I'm glad the theater owner decided to 


defy them," he continued. "Anyone 
that's offended by this type of film is 
staying home tonight. So if village offi- - 
cials close this theater down to protect 
people from themselves, they are hypo-

Trees, shrubs, higher curb proposed 
State would allow village 
to beautify Dundee median 


The State of Illinois has indicated it 


would be all right for Buffalo Grove to 
plant trees and shrubs on the Dundee 
Road median strip as part of a road 
bemitification program. 


Village plan commission member Burt 


Harris recently suggested the idea to the 
village board. Permission is needed be- 
fore work is started because Dundee 
Road is under the state's jurisdiction. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


village will be able to plant on the me- 
dian strip as long as it maintains the 
trees and shrubs and agrees to pay the 


cost for a higher curb which will be nec-

Larson said the appearance control 


commission is studying the proposal and 
will meet with the village board to pre- 
sent its recommendation.

The faithful arrive before dawn for 


their morning devotions at their 
neighbohoood gas station. 


The days of a gasoline station are 


short but packed with drama from 
beginning to end. I know because I 
was there; writer turned pump jock- 
ey for a day at Jim's Arco Service 
Station, Wilke and Campbell, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Customers may be impatient be- 


fore the station opens. But they are 
dare-devils when it's time to shut the 
pumps for the day. 


The station can pump gas for only 


two hours per day without running 
out before the month's up, Some 
driver's won't take a "No," or even 
a barricade for an answer when they 
think they are going to be shut out in 
the dry. 


Last Friday morning the pumps 


were shut at 8:30 a.m. and still they 
came — over lawn and curbs, driv- 


ing in the exits and around oil drum 
barricades. Those barred from the 
communion were not to be denied.

THEY IGNORED frantic

attendants' shouts and gestures. "No 
No All sold. Go away. No more," the 
attendants yelled, and still they 
came, bouncing into the station next 
to the pumps. 


These gate-crashers were given 


less than the limit. It's after hours, 
so give them something just to get 
them out before they draw others 
into the station. 


The end of the morning was ex- 


citing but the beginning was not 
without its drama. The Friday bliz- 
zard delayed the fuel supply truck 
and the pumps were going dry one 
by one. 


Just as the last one started pump- 


ing air, the truck arrived just like 
the cavalry. Salvation in a Diamond 


Reo truck. All that had to be done 
was maneuver the cars in line so the 
truck could make its delivery. 


Allocation in and back to business. 


THE WEATHER WAS terrible and 


perhaps it took some of the edge off 
the anger some motorists develop 
while waiting in line. Of all the cars I 
served, only one driver questioned 
the $3 - 5.8 gallon limit. 


"Three dollars, huh? That's all, 


just three dollars?" 


Drivers tended to keep windows 


tightly closed against the biting 
winds. They would open them a 
crack to hand out their money and to 
get their change. 


Not many were "toppers," squeez-

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-in facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
$19,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $198,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said it was $15,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday to confirm 
the 


$158,400 figure, Dodds maintained the 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation. 


LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


Last April, a lone gunman struck the 


North Point State Bank, Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife team hit the Des 
Plaines Trust and Savings Bank in 1871 
for $1,800. 


The Des Plainees robbers were the 


only ones taken. The husband was killed 


in a shoot-out and his wife later com- 
mitted suicide. 


Local police and the F.B.I, have no 


new leads in the latest robbery. Persons 
believed to be the gunman or his driver 
have been seen in Evanston, the Albany 
Park neighborhood on Chicago's north- 
west side, and, buying groceries in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


POLICE QUESTIONING of commuters 


who pass the drive-in facility at Eastman 
and 'Arlington Heights Road also failed to 
produce new information. 


The masked gunman who tept from 


the bushes and forced the teller to open 
the building and safe was described as a 
black man about 35 years old. He was 
wearing dark glasses and a nylon stock- 
ing over his face. He had on a light 
brown rain coat, the teller said. 


It is believed he escaped with a driver, 


possibly a woman, in a large dark sedan 
on the Northwest Tollway. The car may 
have been either a Ford or a Buick.

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Fact-finding Chile trip ends; death probe to reopen

Frank R. Teruggi Sr. returned to Des 


Plaines yesterday after a 10-day fact- 
finding mission to Chile, exhausted from 
an 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that t he probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvadore Allende, said while 
U.S. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggi's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 


lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were 
held in the same detention area as his 
son. 


He said both Chilean police and U.S. 


embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said.' 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


The father said he would probably re- 


lease the information later this week af- 
ter it is translated and he confers with 
aides to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson (D- 
111.) and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, who have been helping him seek 
answers to questions regarding his son's 
death. 
. OTHER MEMBERS of the 12-member 


delegation which accompanied Teruggi 
will hold a press conference today to re- 
port on generaf conditions they observed 
in Chile. 


Teruggi said he and other members of 


•their delegation were followed during 
much of their stay. He visited one prison, 
but inmates there could not talk to the 
group freely because of guards and the 
fear of reprisals, Teruggi said. 


"We got little help from the U.S. Emi 


bassy there, we met once and they gave 
us the same old song and dance." Te- 
ruggi said., 


However, he indicated the American 


officials expressed considerable embar- 
rassment when he confronted them with 
evidence that broke sharply with the offi- 


cial scenario that has been made avail- 
able. 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U.S. Embassy. Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took the government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 
his son, and who said he informed the 


embassy one day after Frank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call. 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the house his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilean government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case." 


Commentary 
Caucus has 


lost sight 


of function

The Dlst. 21 General Caucus decision not to support in- 


cumbents Jeremiah Crise and Jack Lane in the April 13 
school board election clearly reveals that the group has lost 
sight of its function. 


The purpose of the nonpolitical caucus, made up of citizens 


whose sole interest is the education of children in the district, 
is to stimulate the greatest number of qualified persons to 
compete for the job of running the schools. 


In essence, the group is suppose to act as sa ort of 


screening 
committe for the public, checking and eval- 


uating the qualifications of school board candidates. In the 
interest of a vigorous election, the caucus should endorse as 
many persons as possible. 


The purpose of involving delegates in the caucus from all 


nonpartisan organizations in the district who want to partici- 
pate would seem to be to ensure that the many and varied 
interests of all the community are represented. 


Such a broad base should prevent the caucus from function- 


ing as a political party, choosing a candidate or candidates 
who reflect just one set of concerns. 


Caucus candidates should not bear the group's label as a 


political office-seeker does the Democrat or Republican desig- 
nation. The group's endorsement should say merely "This 
man or woman is qualified to serve on the Dist. 21 school 
board." 


The failure of the caucus to endorse Crise and Lane is a 


disappointing indication that the groug has some-how gotten 
side-tracked from its original goal. 


The caucus, according to its bylaws, could have endorsed 


not only Carol Karzen, 430 Regent Dr., Buffalo Grove, as it 
did, but also the two incumbents. 


Crise has served on the school board for the past six years 


and Lane for the past two years. With the amount of knowl- 
edge and experience about school operations acquired by the 
pair in there terms on the board, it is difficult to under- 
stand how the caucus could consider them unqualified. 


The public interviews of the incumbents did little to reveal 


what the pair has contributed to the accomplishments and/or 
failures of the school board. Perhaps their records were dis- 
cussed in the hour-long closed session prior to the voting, but 
the public was denied access to that meeting. 


The only information publicly distributed to the voting dele- 


gates were resumes of the interviews conducted by the seven- 
member screening committee. 


The disturbing question is: Did the caucus delve into the 


incumbents' records and come up with some evidence that 
the two have not fulfilled their duties on the school board or 
were they denied endorsement merely because they did not 
fit the group's nebulous idea of what constitutes a "good 
school board member?" 


If the latter is true, the caucus is no longer of value to the 


voters of Dist. 21. The group has, in effect, picked "its candi- 
date" like any political party. 


Some members of the caucus are already talking about 


making changes in the caucus bylaws to make it more ef- 
ficient when the next election rolls around. 


Hopefully, the caucus will consider making a public assess- 


ment of the performance of incubents so that there will be 
no doubt how they are judged. 


Mostly importantly, the caucus should take a good hard 


look at the reasons for its existence. Promoting the candidacy 
of any and all qualified persons in a school board election is 
admirable. Attempting to discredit incumbents for some un- 
known reason by withholding endorsement is not.

Yearly pool 
pass cost 
to be cut 


In an effort to attract more residents 


to the indoor Neptune's Pool, the Wheel- 
ing Park District is lowering the cost of 
its annual pool pass as of May 1. 


A yearly pass for a family of five will 


cost $15, with a $1 charge for each addi- 
tional member in a family larger than 
five persons. Currently, this pass costs 
$35. 


The yearly pass will entitle residents to 


use both the indoor and the outdoor 
swimming pools. Previously, residents 
could purchase a single pass for both 
pools, or a separate pass for either one 
or the other. 


While the separate passes for the in- 


door and outdoor pools have been elimi- 
nated, the park district will now reduce 
the cost of the yearly pass according to 
the date of purchase. Since the pass will 
go on sale May 1, persons purchasing a 
family pass will pay only $20 after Sep- 
tember 15, and only $15 after Jan. 1. 


Persons more than 15 years old can 


buy an individual yearly pass for $15 in- 
stead of the curret $20 fee. This pass is 
reduced to $10 after Sept. 15 and $7.50 
after Jan. 1. 


Children under 15 years can purchase 


a yearly pass for $10, the same rate as 
the current fee. The cost of this pass is 
reduced to $7.50 after Sept. 15 and $5 af- 
ter Jan. 1.

The price of daily swim passes will re- 


main the same, at 75 cents for adults and 
50 cents for children.

Park Supt. Dave Phillips said the re- 


duction in pool pass prices is a matter of 
supply and demand. "You decrease your 
price and hopefully your demand goes 
up," he said.

Neptune's Pool, 900 S. Elmhurst Rd., 


may soon be closed to the public if at- 
tendance at the indoor facility does not 
increase substantially. 


"Unless pool attendance increases, the 


board is seriously considering closing the 
pool because of loss 
of excessive 


amounts of revenue," said Wheeling 
Park District. Comr. Gene Sackett. 


"We're very unhappy to even consider 


closing the pool, but when circumstances 
arise and it becomes necessary, drastic 
action must be taken," said Park Board 
Pres. Bob Ross. 


In closing the pool, Ross said the park 


district would merely eliminate the open 
swimming periods that are scheduled for 
18 hours every week. Swim programs 
conducted by the park district and 
Wheeling High School would be unaf- 
fected by the closing. 


PARK SUPT. Dave Phillips said it is 


costing the park district about $12 an 
hour to operate the indoor pool. He said 
this accounts for a yearly deficit of about 
$9,000. Only 583 people used the open 
swim periods during the month of 


January, bringing in a total of $160.25, 
including equipment sales and locker 
fees. 


"The open swims have been a problem 


because of the lack of nightly attend- 
ance," Phillips said. "With a limited 
number of people attending, the board 
questions the value of the number of 
hours with the lack of response." 


The $659,000 pool was built with refer- 


endum funds approved by voters in June 
1969. It operates under a joint-use agree- 
ment with High School Dist. 214, which 
uses the pool for Wheeling High School 
classes and activities. Open swims have 
been part of the pool operations since 
Neptune's Pool opened in November, 
1970. 


"The people voted to build the pool. 


Now the people have to support it," Ross 
said. ''Otherwise we're considering clos- 
ing it down. We're praying we don't have 
to do it." - 


ALTHOUGH POOL attendance has 


been poor for some time, the park board 
voted to consider closing the pool be- 
cause of increased operating expenses. 


"Everything has been and will be in- 


creasing," Ross said. "We have to get 
people in there. We really need to triple 
the number of yearly passes." 


Phillips attributed the increased oper- 


ating expenses to the rising cost of utili- 
ties and to higher salaries. He said he 
anticipates a continuing price hike in 
both areas. 


The park superintendent, however, 


said the park district is not looking for a 
way to decrease these expenses. "We're 
not looking so much for a decreased cost 
per hour but an increased revenue," he 
said. 


Phillips said the only way to achieve 


an increased revenue is to attract more 
swimmers to the pool.

same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggl's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 
lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 


punched holes in much of the official 
death report 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were 
held in the same detention area as his 
son. 
"He said both Chilean police and US. 
embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said. 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


The father said he would probably re-

able 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U S. Embassy. Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. 
GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took the government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean, businessman who was a friend of 
his son and who said he informed the 
embassy one day after Frank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call. 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the house his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilian government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case."

The faithful arrive before dawn for 


their morning devotions at their 
neighbohoood gas station. 


The days of a gasoline station are 


short but packed with drama from 
beginning to end. I know because I 
was there; writer turned pump jock- 
ey for a day at Jim's Arco Service 
Station, Wilke and Campbell, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Customers may be impatient be- 


fore the station opens. But they are 
dare-devils when it's time to shut the 
pumps for the day. 


The station can pump gas for only 


two hours per day without running 
out before the month's up. Some 
driver's won't take a "No," or even 
a barricade for an answer when they 
think they are going to 'be shut out in 
the dry. 


Last Friday morning the pumps 


were shut at 8:30 a.m. and still they 
came — over lawn and curbs, driv- 


ing in the exits and around oil drum 
barricades. Those barred from the 
communion were not to be denied.

THEY IGNORED frantic station 


attendants' shouts and gestures. "No 
No. All sold. Go away. No more," the 
attendants yelled, and still they 
came, bouncing into the station next 
to the pumps.

It's after hours, 
so give them something just to get 
them out before they draw others 
into the station. 


The end of the morning was ex- 


citing but the beginning was not 
without its drama. The Friday bliz- 
zard delayed the fuel supply truck 
and the pumps were going dry one 
by one. 


Just as the last one started pump- 


ing air, the truck arrived just like 
the cavalry. Salvation in a Diamond 


Reo truck. All that had to be done 
was maneuver the cars in line so the 
truck could make its delivery. 


Allocation in and back to business. 


THE WEATHER WAS terrible and 


perhaps it took some of the edge off 
the anger some motorists develop 
while waiting in line. Of all the cars I 
served, only one driver questioned 
the $3 — 5.8 gallon limit. 


"Three dollars, huh? That's all, 


just three dollars?" 


Drivers tended to keep windows

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 
The inside story 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-in facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
$15,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $158,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said It was $15,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday to confirm 
the 


$158,400 figure, Dodds maintained the 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation. 


LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


Last April, a lone gunman struck the 


North Point State Bank,. Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife team hit the Des 
Plaines Trust and Savings Bank in 1971 
for $1,800. 


The Des Plainees robbers were the 


' only ones taken. The husband was killed 


in a shoot-out and his wife later com- 
mitted suicide. 


i Local police and the F.B.I, have no 
new leads in the latest robbery. Persons 
believed to be the gunman or his driver 
have been seen in Evanston, the-Albany 
Park neighborhood on Chicago's north- 
west side, and buying groceries in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


POLICE QUESTIONING of commuters 


who pass the drive-in facility at Eastman 


i and Arlington Heights Road also failed to 
produce new information. 


The masked gunman1 who lept from 


the bushes and forced the teller to open 
the building and safe was described^as a 
black man about 35 years old. He was 
wearing dark glasses and a nylon stock- 
ing over his face. He had on a light 
brown rain coat, the teller said. 


It is believed he escaped with a driver, 


possibly a woman, in a large dark sedan 
on the Northwest Tollway. The car may 
have been either a Ford or a Buick.

Potential airborne infections and ob- 


jectionable odors will waft over Elk 
Grove Village from a planned 135-acre 
open sewage and storm water reservoir 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District plans 
to build in Des Plines and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, said Des Plaines Aid. Richard 
Ward (8th). 


"You Elk Grove Village officials can 


help me fight the construction of an open 
reservoir and help protect your residents 
and my constituents from potential In- 
fection and smell." said Ward Thursday 
to Elk Grove Village Plan Commission 
and Board of Health members. 


"I came to your plan commisson and 


health board to request you consider 
creating air pollution ordinances and use 
them as weapons to convince the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District they must cover 
the reservoir and filter the ventilating 
air." said Ward. 


"I'm not against construction of the 


proposed O'Hare plant (at the southeast 
corner of Elmhurst Road and Oakton 
Streets) in Des Plaines. Our town needs 
the 72 million capacity facility as desper- 
atey as Elk Grove Village does. However 
we both need to control construction of 
the adjoining reservoir," he said. 


THE RESERVOIR that will handle ef- 


fluent from the O'Hare plant will be 
bounded by Elmhurst and Hlgglns Roads 
and the Northwest Tollway. 


Ward told plan commission members, 


"My biggest concern is that the MSD is 
completely iporing Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency reports on the adverse ef- 
fects that go hand and hand with con- 
struction of a large open reservoir." 


At Thursday's meeting Ward reviewed 


and EPA Impact study conducted in 1971 
that convinced the North Shore Sanitary 
District to cover a treatment plan reser- 
voir identical to the one planned in Elk 
Grove and Des Plaines. 


"The EPA successfully convinced MSD 


there was a potential of infection when 
combined sewerage and waste water are 
aerated and MSD covered the reser- 
voir," said Ward. 


The uncovered O'Hare reservoir now 


planned is eight times the size of the 
North Shore plant.

"Help me fight the MSD and control 


the construction of the reservoir," Ward 
said. 


PLAN COMMISSION Chairman Wil- 


liam Shannon told Ward he shared his 
concerns and welcomed the alderman's 
sharing of information. 


Ward told Village Trustee Michael Tos- 


ta, who attended the meeting, he had not 
intended to slight the village board and 
undermine its authority to decide wheth- 
er Elk Grove Village supports or objects 
to the plant and MSD's plans. 


"I just came here first because I 


thought health planning and environmen- 
tal concerns are the job of a health board 
and plan commission," Ward said. 


Tosta assured Ward no insult was tak- 


en. He said he also welcomed the alder- 
man's concern and information. Shannon 
added that the plan commission solicited 
Ward's presence. "I feel the plan com- 
mission has every right to concern Itself 
with the environmental impact of the 
sanitary district project or any other. 
Apologies are not in order," said Shan- 
non. 


VILLAGE PRES. Charles Zettek con- 


tacted earlier by The Herald said he

A second set of soil borings made on 


the southeastern portion of Hie five- 
acre parcel, however, revealed the land 
in this area is composed of only one to 
six feet of cinderfill. Testing Services 
Corp. of Wheaton, who conducted the 
second tests, said this amount of fill 
would not pose a problem for construc- 
tion. 


THE RESULTS of the second tests, 


which were commissioned by the Dist. 26 
School Board, were sent to the ICDB in 
the hopes the board would reconsider its 
ruling on the building suitability of the 
land. 


Knocke said he will make the determi- 


nation as to the construction suitability 
of the land.

They came, they saw it, they didn't 


get busted, and some even liked it...

They hailed from all over the north- 


west suburbs and gathered for a common 
purpose: "The Devil In Miss Jones" re- 
turned to the Elk Grove Cinema after 
being booted out last month. This time 
she was here to stay and they were there 
to see her, 
.The lines were short and most of the 
talk was a general wondering if village 
police were going to shut the theater 
down. "Miss Jones," however, made it 
through the weekend while village offi- 
cials prepared a report to take to Circuit 
Court alleging the X-rated film violated 
the Elk Grove anti-obscenity ordinance. 


The village won the first battle against 


the movie Friday when a Federal court 
judge upheld the local obscenity ordi- 
nance and refused to grant an order to 
keep the theater open, regardless of vil- 
lage action. 


But the legalities surrounding the film 


were secondary in the minds of the mov- 
ie-goers. 


A GROUP OF young women giggled 


nervously at the theater 
manager's 


request for positive age identification. A 
sign on the box office left no doubt what 
the people were about to see: "This mov- 
ie shows explicit scenes of nudity and 
sexual intercourse. If such nude scenes 


or scenes showing explicit sexual inter- 
course offend you, do not see this mov- 
ie." 


A well-dressed Arlington Heights 


couple came to see "Miss Jones " The 
man said, "I was very critical of Elk 
Grove Village officials' archaic attitude 
in prohibiting this showing. My wife and 
I are here to make a statement, I guess. 


"I'm glad the theater owner decided to 


defy them," 
he continued. "Anyone 


that's offended by this type of film is 
staying home tonight. So if village offi- 
cials close this theater down to protect 
people from themselves, they are hypo-

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Village to f/ecic/e on filing complaint 
Court won't block village 
from halting 'Miss Jones'

Elk Grove Village officials have appar- 


ently won the first battle of what may 
turn out to be a long legal war in the 
courts over the movie "The Devil in Miss 
Jones," which opened Friday at the Elk 
Grove Cinema. 


U.S. District Court Judge James Par- 


sons Friday tentatively upheld the vil- 
lage's anti-obscenity ordinance and re- 
fused to prevent Elk Grove officials from 
seizing the film and closing the theater,

Reservoir would bring germs, 
odor here, planners warned

Potential airborne infections and ob- 


jectionable • odors will waft over Elk 
Grove Village from a planned 135-acre 
open sewage and storm water reservoir 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District plans 
to build in Des Plines and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, said Des Plalnes Aid. Richard 
Ward (8th). 


"You Elk Grove Village officials can 


help me fight the construction of an open 
reservoir and help protect your residents 
and my constituents from potential in- 
fection and smell," said Ward Thursday 
to Elk Grove Village Plan Commission 
and Board of Health members. 


"I came to your plan commisson and 


health board to request you consider 
creating air pollution ordinances and use 
them as weapons to convince the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District they must cover 
the reservoir and filter the ventilating 
air." said Ward. 


"I'm not against construction of the 


proposed O'Hare plant (at the southeast 
corner of Elmhurst Road and Oakton 
Streets) in Des Plaines. Our town needs 
the 72 million capacity facility as desper- 
atey as Elk Grove Village does. However 
we both need to control construction of 
the adjoining reservoir," he said. 


THE RESERVOIR that will handle ef- 


fluent from the O'Hare plant will be 
bounded by Elmhurst and Higgins Roads 
and the Northwest Tollway.

Ward told plan commission members, 


"My biggest concern is that the MSD is 
completely ignoring Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency reports on the adverse ef- 
fect* that go hand and hand with con- 
struction of a large open reservoir." 


At Thursday's meeting Ward reviewed 


and EPA impact study conducted in 1971 
that convinced the North Shore Sanitary 
District to cover a treatment plan reser- 
voir identical to the one planned in Elk 
Grove and Des Plaines. 


"The EPA successfully convinced MSD 


there was a potential of infection when 
combined sewerage and waste water are 
aerated and MSD covered the reser- 
voir," said Ward. 


The uncovered O'Hare reservoir now

In refusing to grant the injunction,

Zettek said he does not know if the film 


will be seized and the theatre closed. In- 
stead, he said, the village will go into 
court with the complaint and "let the 
court decide " 


Pancoe still has a suit pending in fed- 


eral court seeking $250,000 in damages 
from Elk Grove Village officials. 


Pancoe claimed he was "coered" by 


village officials into canceling the first 
scheduled showing of "Miss Jones" on 
Jan. 4. The suit contends that the Elk 
Village board, realizing that their threats 
were unconstitutional, met on Jan. 6 and 
passed Ord. 80S "the village's new anti- 
obscenity ordinance."

COMMUNION WITH a gas pump — 
day doles a ration of fuel at Jim's 


A writer turned pump jockey for a 
Arco in Arlington Heights Friday.

The faithful arrive before dawn for 


their morning devotions at their 
neighbohoood gas station. 


The days of a gasoline station are 


short but packed with drama from 
beginning to end. I know because I 
was there; writer turned pump jock- 
ey for a day at Jim's Arco Service 
Station, Wilke and Campbell, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


- Customers may be impatient be- 
fore the station opens. But they are 
dare-devils when it's time to shut the 
pumps for the day. 


The station can pump gas for only 


two hours per day without running 
out before the month's up. Some 
driver's won't take a "No," or even 
a barricade for an answer when they 
think they are going to be shut out in 
the dry. 


Last Friday morning the pumps 


were shut at 8:30 a.m. and still they 
came — over lawn and curbs, driv- 


ing in the exits and around oil drum 
barricades. Those' barred from the 
communion were not to be denied. 
They will invoke the IRS., they 
roar. 


THEY IGNORED frantic station 


attendants' shouts and gestures "No 
No. All sold Go away No more," the 
attendants yelled, and still they 
came, bouncing into the station next 
to the pumps. 


These gate-crashers were given 


less than the limit. It's after hours, 
so give them something just to get 
them out before they draw others 
into the station. 


The end of the morning was ex- 


citing but the beginning was not 
without its drama. The Friday bliz- 
zard delayed the fuel supply truck 
and the pumps were going dry one 
by one. 


Just as the last one started pump- 


ing air, the truck arrived just like 
the cavalry. Salvation in a Diamond 


Reo truck. All that had to be done 
was maneuver the cars in line so the 
truck could make its delivery. 


Allocation in and back to business. 


THE WEATHER WAS terrible and 


perhaps it took some of the edge off 
the anger some motorists develop 
while waiting in line. Of all the cars I 
served, only one driver questioned 
the $3 — 5.8 gallon limit. 


"Three dollars, huh? That's all, 


just three dollars?" 


Drivers tended to keep windows 


tightly closed against the biting 
winds. They would open them a 
crack to hand out their money and to 
get their change. 


Not many were "toppers," squeez- 


ing a gallon or two into their tanks. 
Only one driver that I served took 
less than the limit. Their eyes spoke 
of gauges tilting toward the left. 


The attendants did not have time 


for discussions with customers. No

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-in facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
$15,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take wa» possi- 
bly as high as $158,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said it was $15,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday to confirm 
the 


$158,400 figure, Dodds maintained the 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation. 


LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men'who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


Last April, a lone gunman struck the 


North Point State Bank, Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife team hit the Des 
Plaines Trust and Savings Bank in 1971 
for $1,800. 


The Des Plainees robbers were the 


only ones taken. The husband was killed 


in a shoot-out and his wife later com- 
mitted suicide. 


Local police and the F.B.I, have no 


new leads in'the latest robbery. Persons 
believed to be the gunman or his driver 
have been seen in Evanston, the Albany 
Park neighborhood on Chicago's, north- 
west side, and buying groceries in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


POLICE QUESTIONING of commuters 


who pass the drive-in facility at Eastman 
and Arlington Heights Road also failed to 
produce new information, 


i The masked gunman who lept 'from 


the bushes and forced the teller to open 
the building and safe was described as a 
black man about 35 years old. He was 
wearing dark glasses and a nylon stock- 
ing over his face. He had on a light 
brown rain coat, the teller said. 


It is believed he escaped with a driver, 


possibly a woman, in a large dark sedan 
on the Northwest Tollway. The car may 
have been either a Ford or a Buick. 


Dodds said the drive-in building was 


equipped with a camera but it was not 
operating during the robbery. 


The inside story 
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Fact-finding Chile trip ends; death probe to reopen

Frank R. Teruggi ST. returned to Des 


Plaines yesterday after a 10-day fact- 
finding mission to Chile, exhausted from 
an 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that t he probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvadore Allende, said while 
U.S. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggt's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 


lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were 
held in the same detention area as his 
son. 


He said both Chilean police and U.S. 


embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said. 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


The father said he would probably re- 


' lease the information later this week af- 
ter it is translated and he confers with 
aides to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson (D- 
Hl.) and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, who have been helping him seek 
answers to questions regarding his son's - 
death. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the 12-member 


delegation which accompanied Teruggi 
will hold a press conference today to re- 
port on general conditions they observed 
in Chile. 


Teruggi said he and other members of 


their delegation were followed during 
much of their stay. He visited one prison, 
but inmates there could not talk to the 
group freely because of guards and the 
fear of reprisals, Teruggi said. 


"We got little help from the U.S. Em- 


bassy there, we met once and they gave 
us the same old song and dance." Te- 
ruggi said. 


However, he indicated the American 


officials expressed considerable embar- 
rassment when he confronted them with 
evidence that broke sharply with the offi- 


cial scenario that has been made avail- 
able. 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming,the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U.S. Embassy. Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took the government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 
his son and who said he informed the 


embassy one day alter Frank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call. 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the house his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilean government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case." 


Planners get a preview of Devon., Nerge complex 


Elk Grove Village Plan Commission 


members reviewed a peek preview of a 
two-acre shopping complex proposed for 
the Devon Avenue, Nerge Road inter- 
section west of 111. Rte. 53. 


Architect Anthony Bonovolonta told the 
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commission his firm plans to buy a 20- 
acre portion of an 80-acre tract owned by 
the Battitta Land Trust. 


The land is part of the 267-acre Devon- 


S3 project under study by the Elk Grove 
Village Board for several years. Bonovo- 
lonta said iiis firm would like to build a 
shopping complex that would include 
stores and office buildings. 


"We want assurance that the plan 


commission is interested in a shopping 
center in that area west of Rte. 53 before 
we come to you with any formal plans," 
said Bonovolonta. 


Plan Commission Chairman Bill Shan- 


non said the body would welcome such a 
presentation and is receptive to a shop- 
ping center in that area, 


BONOVOLANTA said initial plans call 


for 220,000 square feet of retail stores, 
220,000 square feet of office space and a 
16,000-square-foot restaurant. The com- 
plex is designed with the four-story office 
building at the end and a mix of three- 
two-and one-story buildings adjoining it. 
He said depending on future development 
of the surrounding area his firm might 
be interested in purchasing an additional 


20 acres adjoining the tract and building 
an identical complex across from the 
proposed building and joining them with 
a mall. 


However, this will of course depend on 


what happens to the Devon-53 project," 
Bonovolonta said. 


Joe Buttitta, who owns the land in a 


partnership with three of his brothers, 
announced earlier this month plans to 
sell off a portion of the parcel and devel- 
op single-family homes, apartments and 
condominiums and commercial buildings 
on the property.

They came, they saw it, they didn't 


get busted, and some even liked it...

They hailed from all over the north- 


west suburbs and gathered for a common 
purpose: "The Devil In Miss Jones" re- 
turned to the Elk Grove Cinema after 
being booted out last month. This time 
she was here to stay and they were there 
to see her. 


The lines were short and most of the 


talk was a general wondering if village 
police were going to shut the theater 
down. "Miss Jones," however, made it 
through the weekend while village offi- 
cials prepared a report to take to Circuit 
Court alleging the X-rated film violated 
the Elk Grove anti-obscenity ordinance.

ie-goers. 


A GROUP OF young women giggled 


nervously at the theater manager's 
request for positive age identification. A 
sign on the box office left no doubt what 
the people were about to see: "This mov- 
ie shows explicit scenes of nudity and 
sexual intercourse. If such nude scenes 


or scenes showing explicit sexual inter- 
course offend you, do not see this mov- 
ie." 


A well-dressed Arlington Heights 


couple came to see "Miss Jones." The 
man said, "I was very critical of Elk 
Grove Village officials' archaic attitude 
in prohibiting this showing. My wife and 
I are here to make a statement, I guess. 


"I'm glad the theater owner decided to 


defy them," he continued. "Anyone 
that's offended by this type of film is 
staying home tonight. So if village offi- 
cials close this theater down to protect 
people from themselves, they are hypo-

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Police chief did 'extremely fine job9 
Ex-village mgr.: Centner 
ouster was 'rotten, unfair'

Republican trustees' actions to oust 


Palatine police Chief Robert R. Centner 
were "rotten" and "grossly unfair," ac- 
cording to the man who served as Cen- 
tner's boss for nearly seven years. 


Berton G, Braun, former village man- 


ager for Palatine, testified on Centner's 
behalf Friday and attacked Republican 
trustees, who form a board majority, for 
demanding Centner's resignation through 
a press release. Centner was not notified 
of the release by the trustees, before it 
was given to local newspapers. 


Centner had done "an extremely fine 


Job." and was "fully carrying out the 
policies of the board," Braun said. Atty. 
Jack Siegel, representing the village in 
the hearing, asked Braun if his appear- 
ance at the hearing was aimed at defend- 
ing the police department currently un-

der attack, because the outcome would 
"ultimately reflect on your manager 
years," 


"Well, I think my appearance here 


says more than that," Braun responded. 


Village to pay for fire 
addition with bond issue 


Palatine village officials yesterday de- 


cided to sell general obligation bonds to 
pay for more than $300,000 in new con- 
struction this year. 


The cost to the average homeowner 


will be between $4 and $5 each year for 
the next ten years, costing the taxpayer 
slightly less each year as assessed val- 
uation Increases. 


The construction includes the proposed 


$228,000 Colfax Street fire station ad- 
dition, a two story structure south of the 
present station on the southeast corner of 
Hale and Colfax streets. The other major 
project is remodeling the public works 
building. 


Village President Wendell Jones said 


the 10-year bonds will be paid for not 
only by the current residents of Pala- 
tine but those who move here in the fu- 
ture, who will use the services of fire 
and public works employes. 


Trustee Fred Zajonc felt the expen- 


diture could come from federal revenue 
sharing monies — federal funds given 
to municipalities to use as local officials 
see fit. But the majority of the trustees 
sided with Jones and the bonding pro- 
cedure will be used. 


The Colfax fire station addition will 


house 14 pieces of fire fighting equip- 
ment and will include administrative 
offices. The land for the new building 
was purchased by the village in 1972 at a 
cost of $27,500. The fire station was built 
in 1960. 


The decision on funding the new con- 


struction came during Sunday's hearings 
oh the 1974-75 village budget when the 
public works department requests were 
screened and several summer projects 
were announced. 


Summer stree repairs will take in areas 


throughout the village to include roads 
east of Plum Grove Road, those behind 
the Jewel Food store, Sherman and Hale 
streets, Pleasant Hill and streets behind 
the Burger King. The road maintenance 
will complete a five-year improvements 
program. 


The forestry department will have an 


additional full-time employe. A stump 
removal machine and two saws will be 
purchased to remove diseased trees now 
standing in the viUage, 


A total of 60 lights in the Winston Park 


and Northview subdivisions will be up- 
graded, making them mercury vapor 
lamps, 


BBAUN'S testimony came at the 


eighth session of the Palatine Fire and 
Police Commission hearing to investigate 
the reasons village trustees forced the 
long-time chief out of office last June. 


The drive by newly-elected trustees to 


remove Centner peaked in a June admin- 
istrative review, although Braun said 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones warned him 
that it was "very likely" that Centner 
would be removed, just two days after 
village elections in April. 


Braun testified that he was unaware of 


a police department investigation headed 
by Trustees Robert Guss and James 
Shaw. That investigation included secret 
meetings between trustees and a group 
of 16 to 18 patrolmen prior to a June 11 
grilling of the chief by Guss. 


The two-page list of questions deliv- 


ered by Guss that night included items 
calling for statistics, details of an ongo- 
ing drug control program, and budgetary 
questions for which Braun took responsi- 
bility. The questions were not submitted 
to Centner before the meeting, and 
Braun said he hear Guss condemn Cent- 
ner's administrative ability because the 
chief was unable to fully answer all of 
the questions. 


CUSS'S ACTIONS were "a grossly un- 


fair evaluation of any individual in any 
kind of job," Braun said. 


Later, after a June 18 meeting, Braun 


testified that he and Jones talked until 3 
a.m., when Jones told the village man- 
ager that a press release would be dis- 
tributed the next day, calling for Cen- 
tner's resignation. 


"I said I thought it was a rotten way to 


deal with anybody. . . . All they had to 
do was let us know," Braun said. He told 
the commission that after the election of 
the new board, he had suggested that all 
department heads and Braun himself be 
put on probation while the board directed 
new policies, to ensure that present de- 
partment heads could perform satisfac- 
torily. That recommendation was not ao 
ted upon. 


Braun, who has a public adminis- 


tration master's degree with a thesis in 
police administration, said the board was 
misguided in blaming the chief for 
policies they didn't like in the depart- 
ment. 


"If the present board felt the previous 


board's directions were wrong, they 
should adopt new policies and direct the 
village manager to carry them out," 
Braun explained. Instead, Centner re-

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 
The inside story 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-In facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
$15,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $158,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said it was $15,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday 
to confirm the 


$158,400 figure, Dodds maintained the 
"officialloss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation. 


LAST WEDNESDAY; the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


Last April, a lone gunman struck the 


North Point State Bank, Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife team hit the Des 
Plaines Trust and Savings Bank in 1971 
for $1,800. 


The Des Plainees robbers were the 


only ones taken. The husband was killed 


in a shoot-out and his wife later com- 
mitted suicide. 


Local police and the F.B.I, have no 


new leads in the latest robbery. Persons 
believed to be the gunman or his driver 
have been seen in Evanston, the 'Albany 
Park neighborhood on Chicago's north- 
west side, and buying groceries in Roll- 
ing Meadows.

Frank R. Teruggi ST. returned to Des

an 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that t he probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvadore Allende, said while 
US. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggi's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 


lean officials have claimed they are. 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW Information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were 
held in the same detention area as his 
son. 


He said both Chilean police and U.S. 


embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said. 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


The father said he would probably re- 


lease the information later this week af- 
ter it is translated and he confers with 
aides to US. Sen. Adlai Stevenson (D- 
111.) and US. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, who have been helping him seek 
answers to questions regarding his son's 
death.

Court upholds Arlington's 
low-income housing denial

A federal judge has upheld the action 


of the Arlington Heights Village Board re- 
fusing to rezone vacant land next to St. 
Viator High School for low-income hous- 
ing. 


In a nine-page decision handed down 


Friday the judge rejected allegations by 
the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corp. (MHDC) that the 1971 village ac- 
tion was racialy discriminatory. 


"The weight of the evidence proves 


that the defendants (village trustees) 
were motivated ... by a legitimate de- 
sire to protect property values and the 
Integrity of the village's zoning plan," 
said US. District Court Judge Thomas 
R MeMillen. 


V i l l a g e officials have maintained 


throughout the 2Vi-year-old housing con- 
troversy that rezoning the 15-acre Via- 
torian site for multi-family housing 
would be inconsistent with the single- 
family character of the surrounding 
neighborhoods. 


HUNDREDS OF homeowners living 


near the Viator property fiercely ob- 
jected to MHDC's Lincoln Green housing 
project when it was first presented to the 
village. The development plan included 
190 one-and two-story townhouses Rents 
in the project would be subsidized for 
low-and moderate-income families. 


"The evidence shows that a multi-fam- 


ily development would seriously damage 
the value of the surrounding single-fami- 
ly homes and that its presence in the 
area is strongly opposed by large groups 
of citizens of the village," the judge 
noted. 


"Their motive may well be opposition 


to minority or low Income groups, at least 
in part, but the circumstantial evidence 
does not warrant the conclusion that this 
motivated the defendants," he added. 


During the course of a six-day trial 


last month, MHDC strove to show that 
the village board's failure to rezone the 
Viatorian property perpetuated racial 
segregation in Arlington Heights A judi- 
cial decision in favor of the non-profit 
development corporation would have 
cleared the way for construction of the 
subsidized housing project. 


BUT JUDGE McMillen ruled that by 


asking the federal court to intervene, 
MHDC had attempted to extend the equal 
protection clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment "considerably beyond its 
present outer limits " 


"Plaintiffs have failed to carry their 


burden of proving discrimination by de- 
fendants against racial minorities as dis- 
tinguished from the underprivileged gen- 
erally," he said. 


"They have proved that housing for 


low-earners is scarce 
in Arlington 


Heights and the surrounding suburban 
areas, but this affects the entire group, 
not merely blacks or Mexican-Ameri- 
cans. 


"The Fourteenth Amendment and the 


Civil Rights Act prohibit discrimination 
against blacks and certain other minor- 
ities, but do not afford rights to poor 
people as such," the judge said. 


MHDC'S EXECUTIVE director, Salva- 


tore Ferrera, contacted by The Herald 
Friday, termed the judge's ruling "bad 
news." 


Asked whether he planned to appeal 


the case to a higher court, Ferrera said, 
"I don't know; it depends on the deci- 
sion If it looks like we have grounds to 
appeal, we will" 


A leader among the homeowners who 


opposed the project, Clark Barkes, 905 E. 
Euclid Ave., expressed a different opin- 
ion Friday 


"Obviously, I am pleased that the 


judge saw through any baseless charges 
of racism and ruled on the right of the 
village to uphold its zoning laws and pro- 
tect people's investments," Barkes, who 
is president of the Greater Eastwood 
Community Assn., said. 


Homeowners in the area will remain 


interested in the case and the Viatonan 
property for "as long as we continue to 
be an association," he said 


THE LINCOLN Green proposal grew 


to be the major issue in the 1971 village 
election and the controversy reached its 
peak during plan commission hearings 
that same year when as many as 700 
residents crowded high school audi- 
toriums to learn details of the project 
and voice their own opinions 


After the village board voted 6-1 


against the rezoning on Sept. 28, 1971, 
organized public interest waned Then in 
June, 1972, MHDC filed its discrimination 
suit against the village The trial opened 
Jan. 3 of this year.

He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 
his son and who said he informed the

MHDC called one Spanish-speaking 


and two-black workers to testify during 
the trial. They were presented as repre- 
sentatives of an entire class of working 
people who are excluded from Arlington 
Heights housing market. 


"There are many reasons why mem-

whether low-income minorities have a 
constitutional right to live in an area 
where they work or desire to seek work. 
Even more broadly, do low-income work- 
ers have a constitutional right to low- 
rental housing either where they work or 
elsewhere?" 


"We know of no such rule of law," he 


said 


McMillen also pointed to MHDC's 


Band Grove Village, a low-and moder- 
ate-income housing project on Long 
Grove Road in Palatine Township, as 
being available "just north of Arlington 
Heights and nearer to the principal em- 
ployer of minorities (Honeywell, Inc )

Ultimately, the Arlington Heights Park 


District hopes to acquire the entire 140- 
acre Nike site and develop it into a golf 
course. 


Funding for Army operations on the re- 


maining 75 acres of the base has been 
cut from the new federal budget, making 
it likely that military operations will be 
phased out completely within a year. 


City to consider 
July 4th funding 


The Rolling Meadows City Council is

$3,500 tomorrow for the city's fourth of 
July parade.

COMMUNION WITH a gas pump — 
day doles a ration of fuel at Jim's 


A writer turned pump jockey for a 
Arco in Arlington Heights Friday.

The faithful arrive before dawn for 


their morning devotions at their 
neighbohoood gas station. 


The days of a gasoline station are 


short but packed with drama from 
beginning to end. I know because I 
was there; writer turned pump jock- 
ey for a day at Jim's Arco Service 
Station, Wilke and Campbell, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Customers may be impatient be- 


fore the station opens. But they are 
dare-devils when it's time to shut the 
pumps for the day. 


The station can pump gas for only 


two hours per day without running 
out before the month's up. Some 
driver's won't take a "No," or even 
a barricade for an answer when they 
think they are going to be shut out in 
"the dry. 


Last Friday morning the pumps 


were shut at 8:30 a.m. and still they 
came — over lawn and curbs, driv- 


ing in the exits and around oil drum 
barricades. Those barred from the 
communion were not to be denied. 
They will invoke the I.R.S., they 
roar. 


THEY IGNORED frantic station 


attendants' shouts and gestures. "No 
No. All sold. Go away. No more," the 
attendants yelled, and still they 
came, bouncing into the station next 
to the pumps. 


These gate-crashers were given 


less than the limit. It's after hours, 
so give them something just to get 
them out before they draw others 
into the station. 


The end of the morning was ex- 


citing but the beginning was not 
without its drama. The Friday bliz- 
zard delayed the fuel supply truck 
and the pumps were going dry one 
by one. 


Just as the last one started pump- 


ing air, the truck arrived just like 
the cavalry. Salvation in a Diamond 


Reo truck. All that had to be done 
was maneuver the cars in line so the 
truck could make its delivery. 


Allocation in and back to business. 


THE WEATHER WAS terrible and 


perhaps it took some of the edge off 
the anger some motorists develop 
while waiting in line. Of all the cars I 
served, only one driver questioned 
the $3 — 5.8 gaUon limit. 


"Three dollars, huh? That's all, 


just three dollars?" 


Drivers tended to keep windows 


tightly closed against the biting 
winds. They would open them a 
crack to hand out their money and to 
get their change. 


Not many were "toppers," squeez- 


ing a gallon or two into their tanks. 
Only one driver that I served took 
less than the limit. Their eyes spoke 
of gauges tilting toward the left. 


The attendants did not have time 


for discussions with customers. No

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-In facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
$15,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $158,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said it was $15,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday 
to confirm 
the 


$158,400 figure, Dodds maintained the 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation. 


LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


, Last April, a lone gunman struck the 
North Point State Bank, Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife team hit the Des 
Plalnes Trust and Savings Bank in 1971 
for $1,800. 


The Des Plainees robbers were the 


only ones taken. The husband was killed 


in a shoot-out and his wife later com- 
mitted suicide. 


Local police and the F.B.I, have no 


new leads in the latest robbery. Persons 
believed to be the gunman or his driver 
have been seen in Evanston, the Albany 
Park neighborhood on Chicago's north- 
west side, and buying groceries' in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


POLICE QUESTIONING of commuters 


who pass the drive-in facility at Eastman 
and Arlington Heights Road also failed to 
produce new information. 


The masked gunman who leptTrom 


the bushes and forced the teller to open 
the building and safe was described as a 
black man about 35 years old. He was 
wearing dark glasses and a nylon stock- 
ing over his face. He. had on a light 
brown rain coat, the teller said. 


It is believed he escaped with a driver, 


possibly a woman, in a large dark sedan 
on the Northwest Tollway. The car may 
have been either a Ford or a Buick. 


Dodds said the drive-in building was 


equipped with a camera but it was not 
operating during the robbery. 
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Fact-finding Chile trip ends; death probe to reopen

Frank R. Teruggi Sr. returned to Des 


Plaines yesterday after a iMay fact- 
finding mission to Chile, exhausted from 
an 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that the probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvadore Allende, said while 
U.S. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggl's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 


lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were' 
held in the same detention area as his 
son. 


He said both Chilean police and U.S. 


embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said. 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the.treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


i The father said he would probably re- 
lease the information later this week af- 
ter it is translated and he confers with 
aides to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson (D- 
111.) and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, who have been helping him seek 
answers to questions regarding bis son's 
death. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the 12-member 


delegation which accompanied Teruggi 
will hold a press conference today to re- 
port on general conditions they observed 
in Chile. 
'Teruggi said he and other members of 
their delegation were followed during 
much of their stay. He visited one prison, 
but inmates there could not talk to the 
group freely because of guards and the 
fear of reprisals, Teruggi said. 


"We got little help from the U.S. Em- 


bassy there, we met once and they gave 
us the same old song and dance." Te- 
ruggi said. 


However, he indicated the American 


officials expressed considerable embar- 
rassment when he confronted them with 
evidence that broke sharply with the offi- 


cial scenario that has been made avail- 
able. 
• 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U.S. Embassy. Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took the government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 
his son and who said he informed the 


embassy one day after Frank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call. 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the house his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilean government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case." 


Court upholds Arlington's 
low-income housing denial

A federal judge has upheld the action 


of the Arlington Heights Village Board re- 
fusing to rezone vacant land next to St. 
Viator High School for low-income hous- 
ing. 


In a nine-page decision handed down 


Friday the judge rejected allegations by 
the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corp. (MHDC) that the 1971 village ac- 
tion was racialy discriminatory. 


"The weight of the evidence proves 


that the defendants (village trustees) 
were motivated ... by a legitimate de- 
sire to protect property values and the 
Integrity of the village's zoning plan," 
said U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
R. McMillen. 


V i l l a g e officials have maintained 


throughout the 2Va-year-old housing con- 
troversy that reaming the 15-acre Via- 
torlan site for multi-family housing 
would be inconsistent with the single- 
family character of the surrounding 
neighborhoods. 


HUNDREDS OF homeowners living 


near the Viator property fiercely ob- 
jected to MHDC's Lincoln Green housing 
project when it was first presented to the 
village. The development plan included 
190 one-and two-story townhouses, Rents 
In the project would be subsidized for 
low-and moderate-income families. 


"The evidence shows that a multi-fam- 


ily development would seriously damage 
the value of the surrounding single-fami- 
ly homes and that its presence in the 
area is strongly opposed by large groups 
of citizens of the village," the judge 
noted. 


"Their motive may well be opposition 


to minority or low ir.cume groups, at least 
in part, but the circumstantial evidence 
does not warrant the conclusion that this 
motivated the defendants," be added. 


During the course of a six-day trial 


last month, MHDC strove to show that 
the village board's failure to rezone the 
Viatorian property perpetuated racial 
segregation in Arlington Heights. A judi- 
cial decision in favor of the non-profit 
development corporation would have 
cleared the way for construction of the 
subsidized housing project. 


BUT JUDGE McMillen ruled that by 


asking the federal court to intervene, 
MHDC had attempted to extend the equal 
protection clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment "considerably beyond its 
present outer limits." 


"Plaintiffs have failed to carry their 


burden of proving discrimination by de- 
fendants against racial minorities as dis- 
tinguished from the underprivileged gen- 
erally," he said.

"They have proved that housing for 


low-earners is scarce in Arlington 
Heights and the surrounding suburban 
areas, but this affects the entire group, 
not merely blacks or Mexican-Ameri- 
cans. 


"The Fourteenth Amendment and the 


Civil Rights Act prohibit discrimination 
against blacks and certain other minor- 
ities, but do not afford rights to poor 
people as such," the judge said. 


MHDC'S EXECUTIVE director, Salva- 


tore Ferrera, contacted by The Herald 
Friday, termed the judge's ruling "bad 
news." 


Asked whether he planned to appeal 


the case to a higher court, Ferrera said, 
"I don't know; it depends on the deci- 
sion, If it looks like we have grounds to 
appeal, we will." 


A leader among the homeowners who 


opposed the project, Clark Barkes, 905 E. 
Euclid Ave., expressed a different opin- 
ion Friday. 


"Obviously, I am pleased that the 


judge saw through any baseless charges 
of racism and ruled on the right of the 
village to uphold its zoning laws and pro- 
tect people's investments," Barkes, who 
is president of the Greater Eastwood 
Community Assn., said. 


Homeowners in the area will remain 


interested in the case and the Viatorian 
property for "as long as we continue to 
be an association," he said. 


THE LINCOLN Green proposal grew 


to be the major issue in the 1971 village 
election and the controversy reached its 
peak during plan commission hearings 
that same year when as many as 700 
residents crowded high school audi- 
toriums to learn details of the project 
and voice their own opinions. 


After the village board voted 6-1 


against the rezoning on Sept. 28, 1971, 
organized public interest waned. Then in 
June, 1972, MHDC filed its discrimination 
suit against the village. The trial opened 
Jan. 3 of this year. 


Despite what he called MHDC's "lau- 


datory motives," Judge McMillen said 
none of the legal precedents it cited dur- 
ing the trial supported the basic con- 
tention that low-income workers em- 
ployed in Arlington Heights have a right 
to low-cost housing in the village. 


MHDC called one Spanish-speaking 


and two-black workers to testify during 
the trial. They were presented as repre- 
sentatives of an entire class of working 
people who are excluded from Arlington 
Heights housing market. 


"There are many reasons why mem- 


bers of minority groups would not neces- 
sarily move into the defendant'village, 
besides alleged discriminatory viola- 
tions," the judge said.

Rand Grove Village, a low-and moder- 
ate-income housing project on Long 
Grove Road in Palatine Township, as 
being available "just north of Arlington 
Heights and nearer to the principal em- 
ployer of minorities (Honeywell, Inc.) 
than is the (Viatorian) property." 


The present federal moratorium on 


funding for subsidized housing raises still 
more doubts 
about Lincoln 
Green, 


McMillen said. 


"THE SEQUESTRATION of funds may 


continue permanently or may change, 
but once the land is zoned R-5 (multi- 
family), the process is well nigh irrever- 
sible, and many varieties of buildings 
could then be constructed by the legal 
owners in the midst of the existing 
single-family residential area," he said. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh and Village Attorney Jack M. Sie- 
gel both said they were pleased with the 
ruling in the Viator case. Asked whether 
he thought the decision marked an end to 
the low-income housing issue in the vil- 
lage, Walsh said no. 


"This wasn't the final battle, if you can 


characterize it as such," Walsh said. "It 
doesn't change the problem, or the is- 
sue." The Viator land was "just the 
wrong place," he said. 


"I always felt we made the right deci- 


sion and in the right way," Walsh said. 
"Of course, I was aware of the impact it 
had on the community at the time." 


Only one member of the village board 


voted in favor of the rezoning request, 
former trustee Dwight Walton.

tially less than the $100 per bedroom 
asked by school officials for each unit 
having two bedrooms or more. 


The school's formula was developed to 


provide money to cover students gener- 
ated from housing until tax money 
from the unit is delivered. The lag is usu- 
ally one year. 


Bianchini's proposal is that the cost of 


educating a student and the cost of bus- 


ing be plotted on a chart until the tax 
dollars are received. He said the school 
board should bill the developer for those 
costs once they are known, Marvin Lap- 
icola, assistant 
superinendent-finance, 


explained. 


Lapicola said the proposal was well re- 


ceived by Dist. 54 officials attending the 
negotiations meeting. 


Under the formula, Lapicola projected, 


Hallmark would donate about $50,000, 
The figure is still substantially less than 
the $123,000 the district originally figured 
would be needed to support children 
coming from the development. 


ONE FACTOR still to be worked out 


has to do with the clause in the current 
formula asking one acre of land for each 
100 children the development generates. 


Under the formula if there are not 


enough children to justify requesting a 
complete school site, about seven acres, 
a $25,000 cash donation is requested in 
lieu of each acre required. 


Lapicola said Hallmark would ordinar- 


ily be asked to provide $75,000 because it 
is projected the development will gener- 
ate 300 students into Dist. 54.

The faithful arrive before dawn for 


their morning devotions at their 
neighbohoood gas station. 


The days of a gasoline station are 


short but packed with drama from 
beginning to end. I know because I 
was there; writer turned pump jock- 
ey for a day at Jim's Arco Service 
Station, Wilke and Campbell, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Customers may be impatient' be- 


fore the station opens. But they are 
dare-devils when it's time to shut the 
pumps for the day. 


The station can pump gas for only 


two hours per day without running 
out before the month's up. Some 
driver's won't take a "No," or'even 
a barricade for an answer when they 
think they are going to be shut out in 
the dry. 


Last Friday morning the pumps 


were shut at 8:30 a.m. and still they 
came — over lawn and curbs, driv- 


ing in the exits and around oil drum 
barricades. Those barred from the 
communion were not to be denied. 
They will invoke the I.R.S., they 
roar. 


THEY IGNORED frantic station 


attendants' shouts and gestures. "No 
No. All sold. Go away. No more," the 
attendants yelled, and still they 
came, bouncing into the station next 
to the pumps. 


These gate-crashers were given 


less than the limit. It's after hours, 
so give them something just to get 
them out before they draw others 
into the station. 


The end of the morning was ex- 


citing but the beginning was not 
without its drama. The Friday bliz- 
zard delayed the fuel supply truck 
and the pumps were going dry one 
by one. 


Just as the. last one started pump- 


ing air, the truck arrived just like 
the cavalry. Salvation in a Diamond 


Reo truck. All that had to be done 
was maneuver the cars in line so the 
truck could make its delivery. 


Allocation in and back to business. 


THE WEATHER WAS terrible and 


perhaps it took some of the edge off 
the anger some motorists develop 
while waiting in line. Of all the cars I 
served, only one driver questioned 
the $3 — 5.8 gallon limit. 


"Three dollars, huh? That's all, 


just three dollars?" 


Drivers tended to keep windows 


tightly closed against the biting 
winds. They would open them a 
crack to hand out their money and to 
get their change. 


Not many were "toppers," squeez- 


ing a gallon or two into their tanks. 
Only one driver that I served took 
less than the limit. Their eyes spoke 
of gauges tilting toward the left. 


The attendants did not have time 


for discussions with customers. No

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-in facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
$15,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by. two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $158,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said it was $15,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday to confirm 
the 


$158,400 figure, Dodds maintained the, 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation. 


LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after'the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically Impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the History of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


Last April, a lone gunman struck the 


North Point' State Bank, Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife- team .hit the Des 
Plaines Trust and Savings Bank in 1971 
•for $l;800. 
/The Des Plainees robbers were the 
only ones taken. The husband was killed 


in a -shoot-out and his wife later, com- 
mitted suicide. 


Local police and the F.B.I, have no 


new leads in the latest robbery. Persons 
believed to be the gunman or his driver 
have been seen in, Evanston, the Albany 
Park' neighborhood on;'Chicago's north- 
west, side, and buying groceries, in ^Roll- 
ing Meadows.

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Fact-finding Chile trip ends; death probe to reopen

Frank R. Teruggi Sr. returned to DCS 


Plaines yesterday after a 10-day fact- 
finding mission to Chile, exhausted from 
an 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that t he probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvadore Allende, said while 
U.S. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggi's son, Prank Jr., 24, had been 


•n economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 


lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were 
held in the same detention area as his 
SOU 


He said both Chilean police and U.S. 


embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said. 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


The father said he would probably re- 


lease the information later this week af- 
ter it is translated and he confers with 
aides to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson (D- 
111.) and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, who have been helping him seek 
answers to questions regarding his son's 
death. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the 12-member 


delegation which accompanied Teruggi 
will hold a press conference today to re- 
port on general conditions they observed 
in Chile. 


Teruggi said he and other members of 


their delegation were followed during 
much of their stay. He visited one prison, 
but inmates there could not talk to the 
group freely because of guards and the 
fear of reprisals, Teruggi said. 


"We got little help from the U.S. Em- 


bassy there, we met once and they gave 
us the same old song and dance." Te- 
ruggi said. 


However, he indicated the American 


officials expressed considerable embar- 
rassment when he confronted them with 
evidence that broke sharply with the offi- 


cial scenario that has been made avail- 
able. 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's1 roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U.S. Embassy, Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took the government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 
his son and who said he informed the 


embassy one day after Prank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call. 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the house his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilean government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case."

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Teichert criticises governor's 'inaction9 
Mayor invites gas station 
owners to board meeting

The 30 gas station owners in Mount 


Prospect have been invited to meet 
Wednesday night with the village board 
to discuss problems created by the cur- 
rent gasoline shortage and possible re- 
medies. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert, who called 


the meeting, Friday said the gasoline 
shortage is creating side effects that 
threaten "the safety and welfare of the 
village." Me listed among the effects: 
long waiting lines which block traffic and 
cause accidents, short tempers among 
customers and less sales of services oth- 
er than gasoline by gas stations. 


Although Teichert would not go on 


record as recommending the village 
adopt the even-odd gasoline fillup sys- 
tem, he did say the program has worked 
wherever it has been used in the country. 
Under the system, cars with license plate 
numbers ending in an even number could 


only buy gas on an even date and cars 
with an odd number on the odd-num- 
bered days. 


Teichert criticized Gov. Daniel Walker 


for not imposing a statewide rationing 
system, in particular the even-odd ap- 
proach. "I'm a little critical of him 
(Walker) for not invoking even a volun- 
tary plan," Teichert said. "He spends 
most of his time downstate. For those 
who live around it (the Chicago-area gas 
problem), they know something must be 
done about it." 


IN HIS LETTER calling* for the 7:30 


p.m. meeting at the village hall, 112 E. 
Northwest Hwy,, Teichert was again crit- 
ical of Walker. He wrote, "The reluc- 
tance of the governor of our state to act 
in this area (of gasoline control) is re- 
grettable." 


Teichert said he has no definite propos- 


als of what can be done because he is not 
aware of all of the problems. Knowledge 
of those problems is what he hopes to

The masked gunman who held up the

Bank drive-in facility apparently got 
away with considerably moire than the 
$13,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $158,400. Original police 
bulletins on the predawn robbery-last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was 120,000 
and then said it waa $15,000, He said the 
1100,000 figure waa given because of the

$158,400 figure,'Dodds maintained the 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not. be reached for 
'comment. The $158,400 figure given to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation.

LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically impossible..." 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked men who hid near the base- 
ment vault.

Frank R. Teruggi Sr. returned to Des 


Plainw yesterday after a 10-day fact- 
finding mission to Chile, exhausted from 
an 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that t he probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvadore Allende, said while 
U.S. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggt's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 


lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were 
held in the same detention area as his 
son. 


He said both Chilean police and U.S. 


embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said. 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


The father said he would probably re-' 


lease the information later this week af- 
ter it is translated and he confers with 
aides to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson CD- 
Ill.) and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, who have been helping him seek 
answers to questions regarding his son's 
death. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the 12-member 


delegation which accompanied Teruggi 


will hold a press conference today to re- 
port on general conditions they observed 
in Chile. 


Teruggi said he and other members of 


their delegation were followed during 
much of their stay. He visited one prison, 
but inmates there could not talk to the 
group freely because of guards and the 
fear of reprisals, Teruggi said. 


"We got little help from the U.S. Em- 


bassy there, we met once and they gave 
us the same old song and dance." Te- 
ruggi said. 


However, he indicated the American 


officials expressed considerable embar- 
rassment when he confronted them with 
evidence that broke sharply with the offi- 


cial scenario that has been made avail- 


able. 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U S. Embassy. Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took tne government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 
bis son and who said he informed the 


embassy one day alter Frank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the bouse his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilean government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case."

Maryville site decision 
could come this week 


A spokesman for the Illinois Capital 


Development Board said a decision on 
the building'suitability of the proposed 
Maryville Academy school site could be 
made this week. 


Fred Knocke, ICDB official in charge 


of the Northwest area of Illinois ex- 
cluding Chicago, Friday said he will be 
reviewing additional soil tests made at 
the site to determine if the land Is suit- 
able for construction. 


"I've been busy reviewing applications 


for the Illinois Capital Assistance pro- 
gram and I haven't had an opportunity 
to give this project (Maryville) as much 
time." Knocke said. He added that he 
expects to begin a review of the soil find- 
Ings sometime this week and a determi- 
nation on the site could be made at any 
time. 


The ICDB has ruled the site at Grego- 


ry Street and River Road in Des Plaines 
unsuitable for building based on soil tests 
conducted by the Allied Soil Mechanics 
Co. of Naperville. These tests found the 
land to be composed of 8 to 10 feet of 
cinderfill. 


A second set of soil borings made on 


the southeastern portion of the five- 
acre parcel, however, revealed the land

Waiting for Miss Jones 


They came, they saw it, they didn't 


get busted, and some even liked it...

They hailed from all over the north- 


west suburbs and gathered for a common 
purpose: "The Devil In Miss Jones" re- 
turned to the -Elk Grove Cinema after 
being booted out last month. This time 
she was here to stay and they were there 
to see her. 


The lines were short and most of the 


talk was a general wondering if village 
police were going to shut the theater 
down. "Miss Jones," however, made it 
through the weekend while village offi- 
cials prepared a report to take to Circuit 
Court alleging the X-rated film violated 
the Elk Grove anti-obscenity ordinance. 


The village won the first battle against 


the movie Friday when a Federal court 
judge upheld the local obscenity ordi- 
nance and refused to grant an order to 
keep the theater open, regardless of vil- 
lage action. 


But the legalities surrounding the film 


were secondary in the minds of the mov- 
ie-goers. 


A GROUP OF young women giggled 


nervously at the theater 
manager's 


request for positive age identification. A 
sign on the box office left no doubt what 
the people were about to see: "This mov- 
ie shows explicit scenes of nudity and 
sexual intercourse. If such nude scenes 


or scenes showing explicit sexual inter- 
course offend you, do not see this mov- 
ie." 


A well-dressed -Arlington Heights 


couple came to see "Miss Jones." The 
man said, "I was very critical of Elk 
Grove Village officials' archaic attitude 
in prohibiting this showing. My wife and 
I are here to make a statement, I guess. 


"I'm glad the theater owner decided to 


defy them," he continued. "Anyone 
that's offended by this type of film is 
staying home tonight. So if village offi- 
cials close this theater down to protect 
people from themselves, they are hypo-

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Action 'not discriminatory* 
Court backs denial 
of low-income project 


by KURT BAEK 


A federal judge has upheld the action 


of the Arlington Heights Village Board re- 
fusing to rezone vacant land next to St. 
Viator High School for low-Income hous- 
ing. 


In a nine-page decision handed down 


Friday the judge rejected allegations by 
the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corp. (MHDC) that the 1971 village ac- 
tion was racialy discriminatory. 


"The weight of the evidence proves 


that the defendants (village trustees) 
were motivated . . . by a legitimate de- 
sire to protect property values and the 
integrity of the village's zoning plan," 
said U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
R. McMillen. 


V i l l a g e officials have maintained 


throughout the 2'/i-year-old housing con- 
troversy that rezoning the 13-acre Via- 
torlan site for multi-family housing 
would be inconsistent with the single- 
family character 
of the surrounding 


neighborhoods. 


HUNDREDS OF homeowners living 


near the Viator property fiercely ob- 
jected to MHDC's Lincoln Green housing 
project when it was first presented to the 
village. The development plan included 
190 one-ami two-story townhousos. Rents 
in the project would be subsidized for 
low-and moderate-income families. 


"The evidence shows that a multi-fam- 


ily development would seriously damage 
the value of the surrounding single-fami- 
ly homes and that Its presence in the 
area is strongly opposed by large groups 
of citizens of the village," the judge 
noted. 


"Their motive may well be opposition 


to minority or low income groups, at least 
in part, but the circumstantial evidence 
does not warrant the conclusion that this 
motivated the defendants," be added. 


During the course of a six-day trial 


last month, MHDC strove to show that 
the village board's failure to rezone the 
Viatorian property perpetuated racial 
segregation In Arlington Heights. A judi- 
cial decision in favor of the non-profit 
development corporation 
would have 


cleared the way for construction of the 
subsidized housing project. 


BUT JUDGE McMillen ruled that by 


asking the federal court to intervene, 


MHDC had attempted to extend the equal 
protection clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment "considerably beyond its 
present outer limits." 


"Plaintiffs have failed to carry their 


burden of proving discrimination by de- 
fendants against racial minorities as dis- 
tinguished from the underprivileged gen- 
erally," he said. 


"They have proved that housing for 


low-earners 
is 
scarce 
in 
Arlington 


Heights and the surrounding suburban 
areas, but this affects the entire group, 
not merely blacks or Mexican-Ameri- 
cans. 


"The Fourteenth Amendment and the 


Civil Rights Act prohibit discrimination 
against blacks and certain other minor- 
ities, but do not afford rights to poor 
people as such," the judge said. 


MHDC'S EXECUTIVE director, Salva- 


tore Ferrera, contacted by The Herald 
Friday, termed the judge's ruling "bad 
news." 


Asked whether he planned to appeal 


the case to a higher court, Ferrera said, 
"I don't know; it depends on the deci- 
sion. If it looks like we have grounds to 
appeal, we will." 


A leader among the homeowners who 


opposed the project, Clark Barkes, 905 E. 
Euclid Ave., expressed a different opin- 
ion Friday. 


"Obviously, I am pleased that the 


judge saw through any baseless charges 
of racism and ruled on the right of the 
village to uphold its zoning laws and pro- 
tect people's investments," Barkes, who 
is president of the Greater Eastwood 
Community Assn., said. 


Homeowners in the area will "remain 


interested in the case and the Viatorian 
property for "as long as we continue to 
be an association," he said. 


THE LINCOLN Green proposal grew 


to be the major issue in the 1971 village 
election and the controversy reached its 
peak during plan commission hearings 
that same year when as many as 700 
residents crowded high school audi- 
toriums to learn details of the project 
and voice their own opinions. 


After the village board voted 6-1 


against the rezoning on Sept. 28, 1971, 
organized public interest waned. Then in 
June, 1972, MHDC filed its discrimination

Low-income 
housing plan 
deadline near

(a news analysis) 


Time is running out for housing offi- 


cials to bring low-and moderate-income 
housing to Arlington Heights. 


In March 1972, the village adopted a 


resolution to bring subsidized housing 
"during a two-year time period." To date 
there are no such facilities available to 
families and senior citizens in the com- 
munity. 


"I think it was a reachable goal," said 


Jack Pittas, chairman of the Arlington, 
Heights Housing Commission Friday. 
"At the time nobody could foresee the 
moratorium coming." 


Pittas said that he did not know when 


subsidized housing will be brought into 
the village but indicated that there are 
two possibilities that could produce low- 
and moderate-income housing — the se- 
nior citizens housing project and the fed- 
eral leasing program. 


Two years ago plans were developed 


for 120 units for the elderly, 50 units of 
low-income housing and 150 to 250 units 
of moderate-income housing. But in 
January, 1973, housing officials met a 
dead-end for funds when the federal gov- 
ernment imposed a moratorium. All pro- 
grams, including those for Arlington 
Heights, were frozen. 


THE HOUSING plans for the elderly, 


however, remained effective because the 
application was made before the last 
deadline. 


"Even under the best conditions, the 


two-year period would be a 
tight 


schedule, but not unreasonable," said 
Pittas, who has headed the housing com-

Bank take could be as high as $158,400 
The inside story 


The masked gunman who held up the 


teller at the First Arlington National 
Bank drive-in facility apparently got 
away with considerably more than the 
115,000 bank officials said was taken. 


The Herald was told Friday by two 


separate sources that the take was possi- 
bly as high as $138,400. Original police 
bulletins on the pre-dawn robbery last 
Tuesday placed the loss at $100,000. 
Bruce Dodds, bank executive vice presi- 
dent, at first said the loss was $20,000 
and then said it was $13,000. He said the 
$100,000 figure was given because of the 


23-year-old woman teller's fright. 


Contacted Friday to confirm 
the 


$138,400 figure, Dodds maintained the 
"official loss" was $15,000. 


Robert Hall, FBI agent heading the in- 


vestigation, could not be reached for 
comment. The $158,400 figure given, to 
the Herald came from two separate 
sources close to the investigation, 


LAST WEDNESDAY, the day after the 


robbery, Dodds said, "We have never 
had that amount ($100,000) in there. It 
is physically impossible..." : 


The new take figure would make the 


robbery the largest in1 the history of the 
Northwest suburbs. The Bank of Buffalo 
Grove was robbed of $111,000 in 1972 by 
two masked .men who hid near the base- 
ment vault. 


Last April, a lone gunman struck the 


North Point State 'Bank, Arlington 
Heights, and slipped away with $18,000. A 
husband and wife, team hit the Des 
Plaines Trust and Savings Bank in 1971 
for $1,800. 
, The,Des, Plainees robbers were the, 
only ones 'taken. The husband was killed 


in a shoot-out and his wife later com- 
mitted suicide.

Frank R. Teruggi Sr. returned to Des 


PlaJnes yesterday after a 10-day fact- 
finding mission to Chile, exhausted from 
•n 18-hour plane flight, but fresh with the 
news that t he probe into his son's 
murder would be reopened. 


Teruggi, whose son was killed during 


the September overthrow of Marxist 
President Saivadore Allende, said while 
U.S. Embassy officials gave him "the 
same old line," the Chilean Minister of 
the Interior guaranteed him the inquiry 
would be reopened. 


Teruggi's son, Frank Jr., 24, had been 


an economics student at the University 
of Chile in Santiago. He was arrested 
during the military coup d 'etat there 
and later found dead. Both U.S. and Chi- 


lean officials have claimed they are 
unable to learn the full circumstances of 
his death. 


However Teruggi indicated he was 


able to develop some new evidence which 
punched holes in much of the official 
death report. 


THE NEW information, which Teruggi 


would not detail completely, waas pro- 
vided by officials of the Dutch embassy 
from a woman who had 'interviewed 
many of the political prisoners who were 
held in the same detention area as his 
son. 


He said both Chilean police and U.S. 


embassy officials refused to allow him to 
examine documents relating to his son's 
death. 


"I have no real faith of ever getting 


the whole story through official govern- 
ment channels, but I think some of the 
things I have learned unofficially are 
quite important," he said. 


Included in the information which Te- 


ruggi is withholding are eyewitness re- 
ports regarding the treatment his son 
had received while he was being held 
prisoner. 


The father said he would probably re- 


lease the information later this week af- 
ter it is translated and he confers with 
aides to U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson (D- 
111.) and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, who have been helping him seek 
answers to questions regarding his son's 
death. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the 12-member 


delegation which accompanied Teruggi 
will hold a press conference today to re- 
port on general conditions they observed 
in Chile. 


Teruggi said he and other members of 


their delegation were followed during 
much of their stay. He visited one prison, 
but inmates there could not talk to the 
group freely because of guards and the 
fear of reprisals, Teruggi said. 


"We got little help from the U.S. Em- 


bassy there, we met once and they gave 
us the same old song and dance." Te- 
ruggi said. 


However, he indicated the American 


officials expressed considerable embar- 
rassment when he confronted them with 
evidence that broke sharply'with the offi- 


cial scenario that has been made avail- 
able. 


Teruggi presented a letter from his 


son's roommate, David Hathaway of 
Seattle, Wash., confirming the fact that 
the young man had been registered with 
the U.S. Embassy. Government officials 
have denied knowledge that Teruggi was 
in the country. 


U.S. GOVERNMENT officials have 


contended that Teruggi was not regis- 
tered with the embassy and cited that as 
the reason it took tne government nearly 
two weeks to locate and identify his 
body. 


He also informed the embassy of a Chi- 


lean businessman who was a friend of 
his son and who said he informed the 


embassy one day after Frank's arrest 
that Teruggi and Hathaway were being 
held in the National Soccer Stadium. 
Embassy officials deny ever having re- 
ceived the phone call. 


Teruggi had been informed by the U.S. 


State Department that Chilean officials 
had exhausted all avenues of inquiry on 
the eve of his departure from Chicago. 


While visiting the house his son had 


lived in, Teruggi learned the Chilean mil- 
itary had searched there just a week be- 
fore his arrival. 


He expressed some skepticism as to 


whether the Chilean government would 
admit any role in his son's death, but 
added that it "was gratifying to hear 
they would reopen the case."

suit against the village. The trial opened 
Jan. 3 of this year. 


Despite what he called MHDC's "lau- 


datory motives," Judge McMillen said 
none of the legal precedents it cited dur- 
ing the trial supported the basic con- 
tention that low-income workers em- 
ployed in Arlington Heights have a right 
to low-cost housing in the village. 


MHDC called one Spanish-speaking 


and two-black workers to testify during 
the trial. They were presented as repre- 
sentatives of an entire class of working 
people who are excluded from Arlington 
Heights housing market. 


"There are many reasons why mem- 


bers of minority groups would not neces- 
sarily move into the defendant village, 
besides alleged discriminatory viola- 
tions," the judge said. 


BUT AT THE same time, he wrote 


that "there can be no question but that 
plaintiffs and the group they seek to rep- 
resent would be benefited by this (hous- 
ing) proposal." 


"The legal issue," he concluded, "is 


whether low-income minorities have a 
constitutional right to live in an area 
where they work or desire to seek work. 
Even more broadly, do low-income work- 
ers have a constitutional right to low- 
rental housing either where they work or 
elsewhere?" 


"We know of no such rule of law," he 


said. 


McMillen also pointed to MHDC's 


Rand Grove Village, a low-and moder- 
ate-income housing project on Long 
Grove Road in Palatine Township, as 
being available "Just north of Arlington 
Heights and nearer to the principal em- 
ployer of minorities (Honeywell, Inc.) 
than is the (Viatorian) property." 


The present federal moratorium on 


funding for subsidized housing raises still 
more doubts about Lincoln Green, 
McMillen said. 


"THE SEQUESTRATION of funds may 


continue permanently or may change, 
but once the land is zoned R-5 (multi- 
family), the process is well nigh irrever- 
sible, and many varieties of buildings 
could then be constructed by the legal 
owners in the midst of the existing 
single-family residential area," he said. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh and Village Attorney Jack M. Sie- 
gel both said they were pleased with the 
ruling in the Viator case. Asked whether 
he thought the decision marked an end to 
the low-income housing issue in the vil- 
lage, Walsh said no. 


"This wasn't the final battle, if you can 


characterize it as such," Walsh said. "It 
doesn't change the problem, or the is- 
sue." 
The Viator land was "just the 


wrong place," he said. 


"I always felt we made the right deci- 


slon and in the right way," Walsh said. 
"Of course, 1 was aware of the impact it 
had on the community at the time." 


Only one member of the village board 


voted in favor of the rezoning request, 
former trustee Dwight Walton.

mission since its start in 1972. 


The commission was formed after a 


joint study on low-and moderate-income 
housing by members of the village board 
and plan commission. The study in- 
dicated that there was a need for subsi- 
dized housing for senior citizens and per- 
sons whose salaries fall in low-and mod- 
erate-income brackets according to fed- 
eral guidelines. 


The low-and moderate-income housing 


project is not the village's first encounter 
with susidized housing. 


Lincoln Green, which was to be 190

'DUE TO MUCH public opposition, the 
village board voted down the townhouse 
project. But the issue reappeared when 
the non-profit developers of the project 
filed suit against the village. U.S. Dis- 
trict court ruled in favor of the village 
Friday. 


Discussions 
on 
federally-subsidized 


housing for low-and moderate-income 
families have disturbed many Arlington 
Heights residents with the Lincoln Green 
project still fresh in their minds. 


According to the joint study, citizens 


were concerned about who would occupy 
low-and moderate-income housing, prop- 
erty value, taxes and the single-family 
nature of the village. 


"The people who felt positive are still 


looking positively at this program and 
those who felt negative are still negative 
now," said John Langhenry, who was a 
member of the joint committee and a 
former member of the plan commission. 


"Because of the freeze, people put it 


(housing) out of their minds, knowing 
that it's not an immediate problem," he 
said. 


THE U.S. DEPARTMENT of Housing

A federal 
leasing program, whereby owners lease 
their apartments to a local housing au- 
thority, may be the only way to get fed- 
erally-subsidized housing in the suburbs.

ments were vacant, said Mrs. Silberman. 
The survey was conducted on the 10 larg- 
est apartment complexes in Arlington 
Heights having 100 units or more. 


THE OPPORTUNITY to use the leas- 


ing program at this time is not great, 
said 
Pittas. "Vacancies 
are 
pretty 


tight," he said. Pittas added that the 
reason for the low number of vacancies 
may be due to the tight housing market. 


The senior citizens housing project 


may be the closest the village will have 
in subsidized housing in the near future. 


The village, the housing commission 


and the Cook County Housing Authority 
(CCHA) are currently searching for a 
site that will abide by federal guidelines. 


The guidelines state that the site must 


be close to facilities and services that 
are used by senior citizens, such as 
transportation, shopping, medical care 
and others. 


A SITE FOR senior citizen housing im- 


mediately southeast of the library was 
chosen earlier this year, but was opposed 
by the residents who own homes there. 
The block, bounded by Dunton, Fremont, 
St. James and Evergreen streets, was 
an ideal site for 119 units of senior citizen 
housing, according to officials. 


Subsequently the site was dropped and 


other sites are being considered, accord- 
ing to Victor Walchirk of the Cook Coun- 
ty Housing Authority. 


Pittas indicated that the federal freeze 


was the major obstacle in getting subsi- 
dized housing in the area. He added that 
the leasing program is a new hope since 
it will not involve construction, land ac- 
quisition and expenses that accompany 
building.

More Nike 
land goes 
up for grabs 


A major portion of the Arlington 


Heights Nike Base has been moved an- 
other step closer to becoming park land. 


The clearing house for federal proper- 


ty, the General Service Administration's 
office in Chicago, last week received no- 
tice that 52 acres of the base formerly 
owned by the Navy have been declared 
surplus by the military. 


The GSA now plans to offer the proper- 


ty to a variety of federal, state and local 
government departments, including the 
Arlington Heights Park District, all of 
which can apply to acquire the land. 


A GSA spokesman said Friday that 


routinely final disposition of the 52-acre 
site would take several months. 


The procedure is the same one follow- 


ed earlier for 13 acres of Nike base land 
already in the park district's hands. 


It had been feared by local officials 


that the Army would seek to acquire the 
land as a training site for reserve units. 


HOWEVER, ACCORDING to the GSA 


spokesman, the Department of Defense 
already should have cleared the property 
for all branches of the military before 
terming it surplus. 


It is still possible that the GSA will 


check with some area Army units, "just 
to make sure," the spokesman said. 


Others to be offered the land include 


the Legacy of Parks program run by the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, the Dept. 
of Health Education and Welfare, state, 
county and local governments. 


Ultimately, the Arlington Heights Park 


District hopes to acquire the entire 140- 
acre Nike site and develop it into a golf 
course. 


Funding for Army operations on the re- 


maining 75 acres of the base has been 
cut from the new federal budget, making 
it likely that military operations will be 
phased out completely within a year. 


Motorcycle stolen
